Sound of the Ignited Dynamite Heard 


Fifteen Miles Away—Telegraphic 
Communication Difficult. 


Raleigh, N. C., December 19.—(Special.)— 
There was an explosion of gas in the 
Cumnock bituminous coal mine in Chat- 
ham ‘county, forty miles from here, this 
morning. 

The regular day force of sixty-six men 
went in the mine at 7 o’clock this morning. 
Over 50 per cent never came out alive. ‘The 
exact number of the dead is not yet Known, 
but. from the best information it is believ- 


| ed thirty-eight were killed, although some

The explosion occurred at 8:45, its cause 
not being known and will not be until 
after the removal of the dead. The fire

RECEIVED THE RED HAT. 


Monsignor Satolli Is Now a Full- 
Fledged Cardinal. 

Washington, December 19.—Maearchesa 
Sacrapanti, the noble guard of Pope Leo 
XIII, bringing the zucchetta and beretta to 
be conferred on Monsignor Satolli, arrived 
in Washington at 4:30 o’clock this after- 
noon, accompanied by Dr. Rooker, Mon- 
signor Satolli’s secretary, and was at once 
driven to the legation building. Major John 
D. Keiley, city treasurer of Brooklyn, N. 
Y., and Mr. McGuire, surveyor of the port 
of New York, came over to Washington as 
the guests of the noble guard. 

Monsignor Satolli was advised by tele- 
eram this morning that the zgucchetta 
would be conferred this evening and he 
Sent out invitations at once to his friends 
to present themselves at the legation at 6 
p. m. Those who responded were M. Pate- 
notre, ambassador of France; Minister Se- 
nor Pupy de Lome, minister of Spain; Mr. 
Pioda, minister of Switzerland: Dr. 
Rooker, Monsignor Sbaretti, Bishop Keane, 
rector of the Catholic university: Father 
McMahon, who founded the MeMahon hall 
of Philosophy at the Catholic university; 
Father Stephen, Father Gillespie, Father 
Magnion, rector of St. Mary’s seminary, 
Baltimore; Father Orban, of the Catholic 
university; Major Keiley, Mr. McGuire and 
Mr. Nagle. 

At 6 o’clock Monsignor Satolli received the 
noble guard in the reception room of the 


legation. Marchese Sacrapanti, in full 
dress uniform of a noble guard, had with 
him the little red zucchetta to be conferred 
on Monsignor Satolli. He presented Mon- 
Signor SatoMi with the consitorial letter, 
and in doing so made a brief address. He 
explained his mission and said that at the 
consistory on the 29th of November last the 
holy father had made Archbishop Satolli 
a cardinal and had honored him by giving 
him the mission to bring the insignia and 
document to America. Marchese Sbaretta 
then opened the consistorial letter and read 
it. It was a brief and official announcement 
that the pope had created Monsignor Sat- 
olli a cardinal. 

The datter then made a speech in Italian, 
directing it to the noble guard. It was an 
eloquent expression of his gratitude for the 
honor bestowed by the-holy father. Mon- 
signor Satolli welcomed the marchese to 
America. “‘You will find, as I have found,” 
said Monsignor Satolli, “that the American 
people are second to none in their generous 
hospitality. You will be received with the 
same kindness as I met with when I came 
here a stranger. You will find much to aa- 
mire and to wonder at in this great ccun- 
trv. Much, to you coming from the old 
world, will be new and marvelous. I am 
certain, however, that you will admire 
nothing more than the wonderful spirit of 
union and brotherly fove which prevails in 
this great renublic.”’ 


SIX STEEL BATTLESHIPS. 
PREPARING FOR WAR IN TIME 
OF PEACE. 

Senator Hale Also Wants Twenty-Five 
Torpedo Boats Builded—The Res- 
olution He Introduced. 


Washneton, December 19.—Mr. Hale to- 
day introduced in the senate a bill author- 
izing the president to have constructed by 
contract to the lowest responsible bidder 
six seagoing coast line steel battleships of 
about 11,000 tons displacement, designed to 
carry the heaviest armor and the most 
powerful ordnance, and of the highest rate 
of speed, to cost $4,000,000 each, and for 
twenty-five torpedo boats to cost $175,000 
each. Not more than two of the battle- 
ships, nor more than six of the torpedo 
boats are to be built on the Pacific coast, 
nor more than two of either class built in 
one yard. 


GEORGIA IS THE HAVEN. 


Southward Rolls the Tide of North- 


western Emigrants. 

Baltimore, Md., December 19.—Special re- 
ports to The Manufacturers’ Record show 
an increasing southward movement of 
population from the west and northwest. A 
dispatch from : Georgia giving particulars 
regarding the colony which is being estab- 
lished on the 100,000 acres of land recently 
purchased by western people shows that 
within three months over 3,500 people have 
settled on the property and 500 permanent 
houses are now under construction there. 

The organizer of this colony, Mr. P. H. 
Fitzgerald, of Indiana, states that it was 
projected as an outcome of the movement 
{inaugurated last winter by Mr. R. H. Ed- 
monds, editor of The Manufacturers 
Record for the shipment of grain and pro- 
visions to the northwest, where there was 
such suffering on account of the short 
crops. 

A contract has been closed during the 
week for the sale of 500,000 tons of Virginia 
coke to the Illinois Steel Company and 
among the industrial enterprises are the 
equipment of a 8,000 spindle cotton mill in 
North Carolina and the purchase of a water 
power in the same state, fora $50 ,000 cotton 
mill, a $50,000 knitting mill company in 
Charleston, the report of a large mill to be 
built in South Carolina by New Engiand 
people, the addition of 10,000 spindles to a 
mill at Whitney, S. C., and a cordage fac- 
tory in Mississippi. A large rolling mill at 
Annigton, Ala., has been leased by a new

‘Harry Hayward Confessed To Committing 
Four Murders, — : 


WAS THOROUGHLY DEPRAVED 


Killed Three Women To Obtain Their 
Money. 


HE ALSO SHOT HIS PARAMOUR’S BROTHER 


Says in the Ante-Mortem Statement 
That He Hypnotized Miss Ging 
and Blixt. 


Minneapolis, Minn., December 19.—Harry 
Hayward’s ante-mortem statement dictated 
to a stenographer the night before his exe- 
cution contains his confession of the Ging 
murder and also the startling information 
that he committed three murders before 
that crime. Hayward stated in his con- 
fession that he never got into trouble until 
he began to gamble. This led him to form 
the acquaintance of the counterfeiters, 
with whom he associated for some time, 
but he never spent much of the green goods; 
it was too risky. 

One time when he was out riding in St. 
Louis the horse became frisky and he shot 
him dead. He settled for the animal with 
the owner. The confession then reads: 

“The first murder I committed was in 
San Francisco in the latter part of 1893. 1 
was playing with a Chinaman for small 
stakes and the celestial was cheating me. 
I jumped up and told him that I had found 
him out and he came at me with a knife. 
The heavy chair from under me was a 
good weapon, but I could not get a good 
swing. I struek him in the face. He fell 
and then I punched the leg of the chair into 
his eye and it crashed right into vuhe ekull 
and he lay still. After that I dug a hole in 
the place under the floor in the shed, broke 
up the chair and buried it with the body 
there. I never heard any trouble from. it, 
although the papers made a report of the 
finding of the body. 

Killed a Woman Next. 

“After beginning I rather liked the ex- 
citement. Then luck followed me and I 
went from there to Pasadena. I had formed 
the acquairtance of a likely girl, a regular 
adventuress. I was a little pressed for 
money and the girl had saved $500. I had 
her pat, but I could not get the cash ex- 
cept by pretending I had an investment 
for her that was a money-maker. She 
turned over the money and I took her out 
riding, shot her and buried the body. She 
was not very well known and was never 
missed. I never heard of that matter from 
that day to this. 

Murdered the Brother. 

“The last trouble before this was at Paso 
del Norte. I was mixed up with a girl 
there and we used to paint things once in 
awhile. One night her brother caught us 
together in my room, He was crazy and 
came at me with a knife. I tried to beat 
him off with a chair and the g’rl cried to 
me to shoot h'm or he would kill me and 


she would be found out. I fired at, him 
and struck him in the shoulder and he 
dropped the knife, and the girl jumped out 
of the bed and picked him up. He was 
quiet enough after that and I took him to 
a drug store and had his wound dressed. 
He made up a story of how it happened 
to ward off suspicion and I promised to 
marry the girl, and all was well for the 
time. I left there and learmed afterwards 
that he died from blood poisoning from the 


wound. 
Hypnotized Miss Ging.

“T was introduced to Kate Ging in Jan- 
uary, 1894. That was at a time when I 
had been suffering pretty heavy losses. It 
was about April ist before I was well ac- 
quainted with her, and then I set out to 
get her money. I secured about $2,s0) from 
her. That was right about my playing 
the bank with her for a partner and tiat 
Chicago business. I did not lose the money 
there and did not intend to. I never took 
any notes nor gave any up to the time 
when we fixed up the last scheme. I hyp- 
notized her and played her right. She 
was a good business woman, but she was 
not highly educated, and yet wanted to 
pretend that she understood things readily. 
In that way I could work on her only 
through mystery. Morally with Kate Ging 
there was absolutely nothing wrong. 

*T say, honestly, that while I talked 
pretty plain to her, I played the noble 
racket with her, and said that, even though 
I was a wild devil, I would not do her a 
wrong for the world. I Was playing her 
for other purposes, you see.”’ 

Indulges in Arson. 

The confession then relates that Hayward 
had the mill at Hamil burned, and that he 
collected the insurance. He proposed to 
Adry to help him murder Miss Ging, but 
dropped him because he was too ‘“‘white- 
livered.”’ 

Then follows the details of placing $10,000 
insurance om Miss Ging’s life; how they 
arranged for flashing money in restaurants, 
visiting fortune tellers, paying over $7,000 
to her, of which $5,000 was counterfeit, and 
turning over the policies, etc. 

Svengalied Blixt. 

Hayward then related how he hypnotized 
Blixt and interested him in the plot to 
murder Miss Ging, but he claimed that 
Blixt was eager to commit the crime. Hay- 
ward took Miss Ging out riding on two 
occasions, showing hers on the first drive 
a house where he told her counterfeit 
money could be secured. These drives 
were taken on the Saturday and Sunday 
nights preceding the murder, Miss Ging 
taking the buck-board out on each dc- 
casion and meeting Hayward at the West 


hotel. | 
Intended To Use a T Rail. 

He intended to “smash” her head with @ 
T rail each time, but found no suitable 
place in which to commit the murder. The 
last time he saw her was at Ill o’clock the 
morning of the murder. The rest of the 
confession gives an accpunt of the killing 
and coincides with evidence which came 
out at the trial, Hayward meeting Miss 
Ging néar the West hotel and driving with 


the latter drove her to Lake Calhoun and 
shot her. P 
How the Alibi Was Reported. 

Hayward told in the confession how he 
fixed his alibi, and how he took Migs 
Bartleson to the theater. The Bartleson 
clock was wrong, and this accounts for 
the discrepancy in time which bothered 
the lawyers in-the case,

FILIBUSTERS FAILED. 
Wanted To Reinstate Lilioukalani 
and Start a Lottery. 

San Francisco, December lv.—Honolulu, 
December 12.—Correspondence of the Unit- 
ed Press, per tSeamier Alameda.)—On De- 
cember 9th arrests were made of two men 
who are now in prison without bail, charg- 
ed with conspiracy to overthrow the gov- 
ernment. The names given by them are W. 
T. Sheridan and Dr. Underwood, Sheridan 
is understood to be the same person 45 
Morrow, of Oakland, who not long ago fig- 
ured in the California papers a8 organizing 
a filibustering expedition. Thege men land- 
ed here six weeks ago from a sailing ves- 
sel. They have been faithfully shadowed 
since their arrival until ample evidence hid 
been secured of their having approached 
a number of persons-with a proposition to 
co-operate with the fillbustering expedition 
to be landed here. They have generally met 
with a cold reception, no royalist desiring 
to enguge in another attempt. It is learned 
from high authority, though not fully veri- 
fied, that these men have been seeking to 
secure from ex-Queen Lilioukalani a pledge 
if restored to license a lottery in Honolulu. 
It is supposed that some lottery organiza- 
tion has promised them funds to equip an 
expedition if they can secure such a prom- 
ise from the ex-queen. It is probable that 
the two men will get five years each on the 
reef. 

The United States consul sees no groutds 
for interference in their behalf. This af- 
fair seems unlikely to affect favorably the 
desired release of Gulick and the other 
five political prisoners.

STEAMSHIP SPREE STRANDED. 


All of the. Passengers Were Landed 
at Southampton. 

London, December 19.—Lléyd’s agent at 
Totland bay, Isle of Wight, telegraphed at 
5:10 o’clock this morning that the German 
steamsh'p Spree, Captain Willogree, from 
New York’ for Bremen, was stranded on 
Warden ledge, but would probably “float 
at the next flood tide. 

Tugs have gone to her assistamee and are 
now landéng her passengers and mails and 
it is likely that~a portion of her cargo will 
have to be moved. The weather is quiet 
and the sea calm. The passengers of the 


. Spree were landed at Southampton. Those 


destined for Bremen and thence to other 
parts of the continent will wait a reason- 
able time the floating of the Spree and re- 
embark on her if she should be floated. 
She cannot be floated, however, before mid- 
night, when the tide will again be at the 
flood. Many of the passengers in the event 
of her not being floated will probably take 
a train for London and proceed thence on 
their journey by the way of Flushing, 
while some will remain awaiting the sail- 
ing of a special steamer for Bremen on 
Saturday.

Mr. Allen, populist, of Nebraska, offered 
a resolution instructing the finance com- 
mittee to inquire whether it would not be 
expedient and proper for the government 
of the United States at this time, “when 
the contingency of war between the British 
empire and the United States may sudden- 
ly arise,”’ to open its mints to the free 
and unlimited coinage of gold and silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1; also to issue an 
adequate volume of greenbacks, and to 


_ withdraw the national bank power of cur 


rency issue. 

Mr. Platt moved to strike out the question, 
*“Whereas,”’ and in reference to war; and 
then both he and Mr. Gorman objected to 
its consideration today. 

The vice president then laid before the 
senate the president’s message with ac- 
companying documents on the subject of 
the outrages on Armenians in the Turkish 
empire, and it was referred to the commit- 
tee on foreign relations. 

Thrust Into a Committee. 

The house bill appropriating $100,000 for 
the proposed commission to Venezuela was 
laid before the senate, and Mr. Morgan, 
chairman of the committee on foreign re- 
lations, addressed the senate on the sub- 
ject. 

The sena™, he said, in considering a 
question of such gravity ought to deliberate 
as long as was proper and necessary, in 
order to come to an absolutely correct 
judgment; and he, therefore, favored the 
reference of the bill to the cOmmittee on 
foreign relations. But he should object to 
any such reference unless the senate 
agreed that it would take no recess until 
the committ¢é shoul make its report. For, 
while he would hasten slowly in the mat- 
ter, he would still make all mecessary speed. 
It was a question that was agitating the 
people of the United States and of the 
whole world, and delay would give an op- 
portunity for the formation of incorrect 
opinions that might become very unfor- 
tunate. He preferred to have appropriate 
and necessary deliberation. 

There was no difference of opinion, he 
believed, between president and congress 
as to the promptitude with which the ques- 
tion ought to be settled. He believed that 
the president and congress were in entire 
accord. So far as the Monroe doctrine was 
concerned, that was settled by the action 
of the executive, at least; and the con- 
clusions reached by the executive on it 
would be absolutely and unequivocally con- 
firmed. He did not at all, he thought, mis- 
take the sense of congress or of the people 
of the United States on that subject. The 
question of the application of the doctrine 
to the present case was one which was 
settled by the president’s message quite as 
conclusively. But it was not settled ab- 
solutely. It was an assertion of the right 
of the United States as the controlling na- 
tionality on this continent. It had been 
made and would stand as the law of the 
United States. He was incapable of ex- 
pressing the gratification he felt that a 
question which had been so long debated 
had} at last, received such a clear-cut defi- 
nition. He could never express his grati- 
tude that a conclusion had been arrived at 
so entirely comporting with the dignity 
and honor of the government of the United 
States with its prestige among the nations 
of the world and with the sentiment of all 
the people of the country. 

Mr. Sherman Has a Say. 

Mr. Sherman, who is to be Mr. Morgan’s 
successor as chairman of the committee on 
foreign relations, was the next speaker. 
He expressed his general assent to Mr. 
Morgan’s views and commended the presi- 
dent’s message, but favored a reference of 
the house bill to the committee on foreign 
relations and its deliberation by that com- 
mittee. He indorsed the Monroe doctrine, 
but argued éhzi its application to a spe- 
cific case was a matter of the gravest im- 
portance fo the United States and to the 
world. 

The controversy was a serious one, but 
he had no @ouht that the question would 
be settled peaceably. An assertion should 
be made or the right of the United States 
to prevent European powers from invading 
the American continent and treating it as 
they had treated Africa and Asia. America

European powers.’ As a matter of course, 
we cannot interfere in any agrement made 
between Venezuela and Great Britain as to 
the boundary between Verezuela and RBrit- 
ish Guiana, but I have a map here (point- 
ing to it) which shows repeated encroach- 
ments made by Great Britain. 


Consider It a Serious Controversy. 

‘“Thisjjs a serious controversy and Great 
Britain Ras taken the ground that she will 
not even submit it to arbitration. Now, I 
think that the British people when they un- 
derstand thig matter will see that it has at- 
tracted the attention of the civilized world 
and will not insist upon their pffusal, espe- 
cially when it is recollected that the Mon-

ent session. But I do not think.ghat the 
bill ought to be referred to tlig committee 
on foreign relations and that should be 
acted upon promptly. Let that committee 
hear suggestions of amendmentto the 
house bill. If all amendments be _voted 
down by the committee and the senafe and 
if they choose to take the house bill, well 
and good. We will pass it. But I demand 
that the right of the senate to consider so 
grave a proposition as this and not to be 
hurried -in its consideration be insisted 
upon. It is supposed that we are a slow 
moving body. Well, we ought to be. This 
bill ought to be referred to the committee 
on foreign relations and the committee 
should be instructed to report it back—say 
tomorrow or at any other necessary time— 
and let it then be discussed in the senate. 

“If the committee reports that amend- 
ments are necessary, and if the senate 
adopts those amendments I have no doubt 
that the house will also agree to it. That 
will show no haste, no excitement.’’ 


Mr. Lodge Views It Seriously. 

Mr. Lodge said that it would be difficult 
to exaggerate the gravity of the question 
involved in the bill. It seemed to him that 
the proper course for the senate to take 
with such an important matter was the us- 
ual course—to send the bill to the commit- 
tee on foreign relations and to instruct that 
committee to report at once—tomorrow if 
the senate so pleased. He did not think 
congress ought to adjourn for the holidays 
until the bill was disposed of. He had not 
the least desire to delay action, On the 
contrary, he wished to expedite it in every 
possible way. But he thought that action 
taken by the senate in its ordinary and 
usual way, after the report of a committee, 
would have far ‘more weight and would 
meet. much more certainly with the appro- 
bation of the whole American people than 
if the bill was passed now without having 
consideration from the appropriate commit- 
tee. If it were referred today it could be 
reported back tomorrew and passed by the 
senate. 

Monroe Doctrine Is Believed In. 

“Tt has been freely charged in the Enzg- 
lish press published in London and in that 
small edition of it published in the city 
of New York that this whole thimg is a 
matter of politics°and that it is being used 
by the president for electioneering pur- 
rceses. This is the most mistaken view ever 
uttered. I believe that the American peo- 
ple, without distinction of party, believe in 
the Monroe doctrine.”’ 


Declares England Will Not Fight. 


‘There is a hostage,’’ Mr. Voorhees ex- 
claimed vehemently, ‘fon this continent 
north of us; and England will not tight on 
an issue of this kind. She does not dare 
to do so. The commerce of the world is 
in English bottoms. No, there will be an 
adjustment and a settlement. Let us have 
that understood and we will go along 
peaceably. Let us now go forward and 
settle the question for ourselves so far as 
our responsibilities are involved. Let Enz- 
land have what belongs to her and no 
more. I trust that we will waste no fur- 
ther time on this great question, but dis- 
pose of it, pass the bill and let the presi- 
dent appoint his commission.’’ 


The Benefit of the Doubt. 

Mr. Hawley said it was not wise to as- 
sume that great people will not figat, and 
he regretted the exceedingly warlike tonc 
of the speech of the senator from Indiana, 
What the senate of the United States 
wanted was the fz ts and they could be 
had only througn a commission. The bill 
should go to the committee for careful con- 
sideration. 

Mr. Teller’s Contention. 

Mr. Teller conteuded that in ordinary de- 
cency the senate ought to wait until the 
bill was reported from the committee on 
foreign relations. The president, he said, 
had the power to appoint a commission 
without the consent of congress, but if he 
wanted the assistance of congress he was 
entitled to it. The president's message as 
a whole met with his hearty approval; 
bute#he had expected it. No president and 
no secretary of state, he said, had reached 
a point where he would retire before tho 
assertion of the Monroe doctrine. It was, 
however, not merely the Monroe doctrine; 
it was the American doctrine. It Was a 
doctrine which grew out of the right of 
self-defense. 

England Will Not Misunderstand. 

“If,” said he, “‘we believe that the estab- 
lishment of colonies on the western hemis- 
phere is contrary to our interests and 
threatening to cur institutions, it is our 
right to say that they shall not be estab- 
lished. We do not resert to international 
law for our defense; we resort to the right 
of every nation to say that no other nation 
shall aggregate to itself so much power 
as to threaten its stability. Let the bill 
go to the committee, and if the committec 
wents two weeks to consider, or @ month, 
let the committee take that time. Noth- 
ing will be lost by delay. Great Britain 
will not misunderstand our attitude, and 
dces not misunderstand now. We know 
that we are not willing to abandon the 
Morroe doctrine, or to permit European 
governments to interfere improperly in 
American affairs. If war should break out 
it would be a universal war. 

A spirited colloquy between Mr. Call and 
Mr. Faulkner was cut short by a motion 
by Mr. Walthall, democrat, of Mississippi, 
to go into executive session, which mo- 
tion was agreed to, and at 2:30 o’clock the 
doors were closed.

Washington, December 19.—(Special.)— 
There is little abatement in the excitement 
which has prevailed in Washington since 
the president’s message was received.

There is some rivalry between republi- 
cans and democrats of the foreign rela- 
tions committee as to which party shall 
be the majority in control of the commit- 
tee to act on the matter. 

Mr. Morgan is now chairman and the 
committee is organized with full authority 
to act. Mr. Sherman is the cha‘rman 
designated by the republicans under the 
plan of reorganization. The rivalry is be- 
tween these two. The republicans have 
been endeavoring to get the democrats to 
agree to the immediate reorganization of 
thts particular committee to act on this 
matter, but the democrats contend that 
this is mot necessary and Mr. Morgan will 
probably have the satisfaction of making 
the report. This may prevent any amend- 
ments to the bill being reported from the 
committee. It is the desire not to have 
any amendments which are rejected in 
committee recalled up for action in the 
open senate lest if might look like division 
of sentiment on the main question. ~ , 

There will be no recess until the bill hag 
been acted upon. Senator Teller was the 
only member who seemd inclind to go slow. 
The members of the Georgia delegation are 
in perfect accord with the spirit which 
actuated the immediate indorsement of 
Mr. Cleveland’s pos’tion in the matter. 


Colonel Livingston Sustained. 

Colonel Livingston, of course, feels hime 
self vindicated in the position he has al- 
ways assumed in this Venezuelan matter, 

Owing to the fact that he visited Vene- 
zuela and has paid more attention to this 
dispute than almost any member in the 
house and that itt was he who introduced 
the resolution at the last session demand< 
ing arbitration, an effort will be made to 
have him placed on the commission. It ie 
understood here that Mr. Cleveland wants 
the cormmission composed of such men as 
Livingston, for it will then be certain to 
sustain him by its reporis. At any rate 
there will be a mighty effort to place the 
Georgian as one of the congressional mem- 
bers of the commission.

SAFETY OF CITIZENS ASSURED 


Property, However, Has Been Destroy- 
ed in Many Places. 


TURKEY WILL BE HELD TO ACCOUNT 


Secretary of State Speaks of the Intent 
of the Treaty of 1830—Juris- 
diction Legislated. 


on ——————— 


Washington, December 19.—The president 
today transmitted to congress a communi- 
cation from Secretary Olney on the out- 
rages in Armenia. Secretary Olney says 
there are 172 American missionaries and de- 
pendents scattered over Asia Minor, There 
are also a number of American ciblizens en- 
gaged in business in the Turkish domin- 
ions and others originally Turkish sub- 
jects but now naturalized citizens of the 
United States. The bulk of this American 
element is to be found remote from our few 
consular establishments. He bears testimo- 
ny to the energy and promptmess displayed 
by our minister, Mr. Terrell, in taking 
measures for their protection which had 
received the moral support of naval vessels 
of the United States. 

He adds that while the physical safety of 
the United States citizens seemed to be 
assured their property had been destroyed 
at Harpoot and Marash, in the former case 
to the extent of $100,000, The Turkish gov- 
ernment had been notified that it would be 
held responsibie for the immediate and full 
satisfaction of all injuries on that score. 
The loss of American property at Marush 
had not been ascertained, but a like de- 
mand for adequate indemnity would be 
made as soon as the facts were Known. 

The correspondence refers to tthe killing 
ef Frank Lenz, the American bicyclist, and 
states that six persons, Koords and Armen- 
ians, were to be put on trial for the mur- 
der. 

Died from Rough Treatment. 
The case of George Webber, a naturalized 

citizen of the United. States, born in Bava- 
ria, is referred to as deserving attention. 
He, an old man of seventy, was capricious- 
ly arrested at Konia and transported part 
of the distance on foot and on a rough 
cart to Broussa and thrown into prison, 
where he died during the night without 
medical attendance, from the results of his 
rough treatment. Demand had been made 
for the removal of the officials gulity of 
this cruelty, who, it is stated, entirely dis- 
regarded Webber’s American passport, but, 
it is added, ‘“‘these just demands have not 
so far borne fruit.” 

A third incident is mentioned as follows: 

“On the night of August 4th, last, the 
premises of Dr. Christie, principal of St. 
Paul’s institute at Tarsus, who was spend- 
ing the summer months at the neighboring 
village of Namroun, ‘were invaded by an 
armed mob, obviously collected in pursu- 
ance of a preconcerted plan, and an out- 
rageous attack made on a defenseless na- 
tive servant of Dr. Christie and un some 
students of the institute who were then at 
Namroun. The authors of this brutal at- 
tack were abundantly identified and 
through the prompt intervention of the 
United States consul at Beyrout, and the 
consular agent at Mersine, the nearest 

rt, a number of arrests were made. 

, ‘Notwithstanding the peremptory de- 
Mand of the United States minister for 
simple justice, the assailants when taken 
before the local judge of Barsus were re- 
leased. So grave did this miscarriage of 
justice appear that an early occasion was 
taken to send the Marblehead to Marsine to 
investigate the incident and lend all proper 
moral aid to the consular representatives 
of the United States in pressing for due re- 
dress. Their efforts to this end were most 
cordially seconded by the prefect of Mer- 
sine, and on October 28th, last, the accused 
to the number of eight, were brought to 
trial at Tarsus and convicted upon the evi- 
dence, subsequently confessing their guilt. 
The signal rebuke administered in high 
places where responsibility really existed 
and was abused, coupled with the aim of 
the important principle that American 
domicile in Turkey may not be violated 
with impunity, renders the conclusion of 
this incident satisfactory.” 

Intent of the Treaty of 1830. 
Secretary of States Olney continues: 
“Besides the foregoing case of physical 

injuries to the persons of American citl- 
zens the language of the senate resolution 
may be construed as covering the cases of 
arrest of such citizens and of proceedings 
against them in violation of treaty rights. 
A number of instances of this character 
have occurred. As the subject is a develop- 
ment of long-standing contention between 
the United States and Turkey touching the 
true intent and construction of the article 
of treaty of 1830 in relation to the extra 
territorial jurisdiction of the United States 
over its citizens committing offenses in Tur- 
key, its elaborate discussion n this place 
is neither practicable nor opportune. 

“It suffices to say that although the 
treaty in terms. gives to the ministers and 
consuls authority and power to punish 
American offenders and absolutely excludes 
their imprisonment by the Turkish author- 
ities, the Ottoman government, while ad- 
mitting to this extent the English rendering 
of the treaty, has on frequent occasions 
assumed to imprison citizens of the United 
States on criminal charges and denied the 
right of the agents of this government to 
effect their punishment. 

Jurisdiction Legislated. 

“A fruitful source of such assertion of 
authority is found in the case of persons 
of Armenian origin naturalized in the 
United States and returning _within the 
territorial jurisdiction of Turkey under 


' circumstances suggesting their complicity 


in the revolutionary schemes alleged to 
be rife in Asia Minor. Holding, as it must 
and should, that no distinction can exist 
under the statutes of the United States be- 
tween native and naturalized citizens, so 
that it is clearly the right and duty of the 
government to extend the full measure of 
its protection to the one as to the other, 
and finding neither in the treaty nor in 
our jurisdictional legislation any distinc- 
tion as to the character of the criminal of- 
fense charged, but on the contrary seeing 
that both our laws and our ministers and 
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consuls have express jurisdiction over 
insurrection and rebellion when committed 
in a foreign country by American citizens, 
as well as over lesser offenses of a similar 
character, this government is unable to 
forego its-right in the premises and cannot 
relinquish jurisdiction over any citizen 
turn to his gatiee lana remuzation he. re 
with its political wmaanem — 

: To Try Our Own Citizens. 

‘The right to try and punish our citi- 
zens committing offenses in Turkey has 
been so uniformly and ably upheld by the 
successive secretaries of state since con- 
tention on the subject was first broached 
in 1862 that no diminution of our claim 
can be considered at this important junc- 
ture. Consequently the United States min- 
ister at Constantinople has been instruct- 
ed to claim all rights under the fourth ar- 
ticle of the treaty of 1830, and to offer to 
try any American citizen charged with in- 
Surrection, rebellion, sedition, or like of- 
fense, or, in the event of such offer being 
refused, to demand the release of the ac- 
cused. Inasmuch, however, as this govern- 
ment does not contest the paramount right 
of a sovereign state to exclude or deport 
for adequate cause and in a proper man-

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TRIAL OF THE TEXAS. 


Hot Bearings on a Circulating Pump 
Caused Trouble, 


New York, December 19.—The four hours’ 
trial of the United States battleship Texas, 
postponed yesterday on account of fog and 
attempted today, was not completed. The 
suction pipes of the drainage system lead- 
ing from the engine room to the bilge 
pumps were not large enough to carry off 
the water used for keeping the bearings 
cool, and, after an effectual run of three 
hours and six minutes, the starboard en- 
sine was shut dows. The primary cause 
of the stoppage was a hot bearing on 
one of the circulating pumps. The main 
engine crank pits, however, were filled 
with water and oil which, being thrown 
over everything in showers at each revo- 
lutiony made the engine room uninhabit- 
able and rendered the taking of data 
from the recording instruments impossible. 
The ship, being in commission, Captain 
Glass held his chief engineer responsible 
for general conditions, and it being deem- 
ed unlikely that the machinery could be 
manned for the remaining hour by the con- 
tractors’ force and the recordirg engineers 
under existing circumstances, the trial was 
declared off. 

The difficulty does not affect the efficien- 
cy of the engines, nor does it reflect upon 
their builders—the Richmond, Va., Loco- 
motive Works. 

A computation made from unofficial data 
taken at different periods during the pro- 
gress of the trial shows that the main 
engines developed a sustained average of 
8,900 horse power on an average of 126 
revolutions a minute for both engines. 
During the same time the patent log, de- 
ducting allowance for variation, showed 
an average speed for the time the trial 
continued of 17.82 Knots per hour. The de- 
signed horse power under the specificationy 
is 8,600 to be developed with 123 revolutions 
of the propellers. 

Taken as a whole the test made was 
a success, the defects rendering comple- 
tion of the trial impracticable, being struc- 
tural; and on the showing made—which the 
engine contractors confidently believe will 
be excelled—it is understood that Captain 
Glass’s report to the navy department will 
be highly favorable to the contractors. It 
is likely that the ship will be taken to the 
Brooklyn navy yard so that the lack of 
capacity in the engine room drainage sys- 
tem may be remedied, the matter having 
been heretofore reported for correction, 
after which the ofhicial trial will be held 
for the full four hours. ° 
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RHEUBOTTOM’S CASHIER. 


Beamish Tells of the Workings of the 


Swindler. 

New Orleans, La., December 19.—W. H. 
Beamish, cashier of the Exchange bank 
of Waynesboro, Miss., who through Attor- 
neys Rheubottom, of Atlanta, and Calkins, 
of New Orleans, and other members of the 


firm of J. G. Calkins & Co., operated their 


various swindling schemes throughout the 
country, arrived here today from Wanyes- 
boro, went before Chief of Police Gaster 
and told the whole story of how Kheubot- 
tom, Calkins and others acted. Beamish 
states that he first met Calkins and Rheu- 
bottom at the Hotel Grunewald, in New 
Orleans, about two months ago. They 
told Beamish about what money they pos- 
sessed and their ability to make more. They 
stated their intention of establishing a 
bank at Waynesboro,. Miss., and showed 
him how he would be able to earn $150 a 
month and expenses. Their scheme seemed 
feasible and Beamish fell in with their 
ideas. About six weeks ago he departed 
for Waynesboro; an office was rented and 
shortly after Beamish arrived some hand- 
some furniture was sent to the town by 
Calkins, 

Beamish was told by the swindlers that 
the capital stock of the bank would be 
$15,000 and that the money would arrive 
when the bank was ready for business. 
l'bis event never occurred. Beamish said 
that although he was the cashier of the 
institution, he never handled any of the 
cash. He did not get the salary promised 
him, but was only given enough money 
to exist on. Beamish states that Calkins 
and Rheubottom would issue drafts on 
the Waynesboro bank, which was called the 
Exchange bank, and that he would secure 
exchange from New York, where they hac 
deposited the money. Only two or three 
of them for large amounts were protested, 
It was then that Beamish became g6us- 
picious. . 

On one occasion Rheubottom came to 
Waytprsboro and introduced himself to 
Beamish as Mr. Tryon. Beamish cannot 
understand why he assumed this name, as 
he fully knew that his name was Kheu- 
bottom. Beamish denies that he ever stat- 
ed that the bank had a capftal of $15,000.

LOUISIANA REPUBLICANS. 


Date for the State Convention Fixed. 


Full Ticket To Be Named. 

New Orleans, La., December 19.—Special.) 
The republican state central committee met 
here at noon today and remained in con- 
tinuous session until after 9 o’clock, It 
was the largest republican committee for 
eighteen years, thirty-two of the fifty-nine 
parishes of the state and all the wards of 
New Orleans being represented. The meet- 
ing was a very stormy one—a contest be- 
tween the two elements in the republicap 
party headed respectively by ex-Governor 
Warmoth and ex-Governor Kéllogg—and it 
looked at one time as though there would 
be a split and a break up into two commit- 
tees and parties. The contest was on the 
proposition to admit thirty Warmoth mem- 
bers to the state central committee,

last election and this division was kept up 
until a few weeks ago, when it was deter- 
mined to unite forces for bw sees eras

The Kelloggites protested against this o 

ground that the other faction still kept 
up its parish committees and that it was 
not dignified or legal for a state committee 
to increase its membership in this way 
after it had been once created. After an 
eight-hour debate the committee, by a vote 
of 54 to 32, admitted the delegates, this 
being a victory for Warmoth and McKinley 
over Kellogg and Reed. 

The committee then fixed January 29th 
as the date for the republican state conven- 
tion, to which a full state ticket will be 
nominated and delegates elected to the St. 
Louis convention. Resolutions were adopt- 
ed calling for the alliance with the popu- 
lists and any other party that will join the 
republicans in favor of honest elections and 
in opposition to the suffrage amendment 
which disfranchises all illitérate persons 
and the nomination of a fusion ticket for 
State officers and the legislature. 

A committee was appointed to confer with 
those other parties as to the best course 
to be pursued and the nomination of a 
joint ticket. 

The result of the meeting today was a vic- 
tory for McKinley, whose brother-in-law, 
Osborne, was here to manage his interests. 
It does not assure a full McKinley delega- 
tion from Louisiana, but the Ohioan will 
get at least half of the delegates, and 
probably more, and the others will be di- 
vided between WHarrison, Allison, Morton 
and Reed. Ex-Governor Kellogg, who came 
from Washington to look after Reed’s in- 
terest, was defeated and the Warmoth 
faction, which favors an alliance with the 
populists, sugar planters and other white 
voters against the democracy, are decidedly 
in the ascendency. 


IT WAS HORRIBLE. 


INVESTIGATION OF THE COLLE- 
TON LYNCHING. 


Whipped the Negroes and Then Gave 
Them Poisoned Whisky—Four 
Men Implicated. 


Columbia, 8. C., December 19.—(Special.)— 
An investigation of the circumstances of 
the Colleton lynching, which occurred a 
week or two ago, not only fully confirms 
the published story, but adds to its horror, 
placing it almost on an equality with the 
Armenian atrocities. 

Governor Evans sent State Detective 
Newbold to Colleton to investigate the 
outrage in connection with Solicitor Bellin- 
ger, and according to his report not only 
Were the nekroes most inhumanely beaten, 
but after this was done the lynchers gave 
them pcisoned whisky to drink. It is sup- 
posed that it was their intention to allow 
the negroes to go home and die and let it 
go to the world that they died from drinking 
poisoned whisky and that no one would 
ever find out who gave it to them. 

The detective learned these facts and at 
night, in order not to excite suspicion as 
to what was being done, the bodies were 
exhumed and the proper analysis made. 

It is learned that the detective’s story as 
to poisoning has been fully confirmed. The 
negro woman, Kearse, who was found in 
the swamp after the other two had been 
discovered near by beaten to death, was 


said to have not been whipped at all, but | 


that being frightened she had run away 
and had met her death by drowning. 

An investigation by a physician develops 
the fact that the woman was not drowned 
at all, but had been whipped to death and 
her body thrown in the swamp. The four 
white men charged with the crime have 
been arrested, but they are ignorant of the 
investigation which has been made and 
when the facts are sprung on them in 
court they are going to have a hard time in 
combatting them. 


ENTERPRISING COLUMBIANS.

Two Steamers Are To Be Placed on 
the Congaree River. 

Columbia, S. C., December 19.—(Special.) 
Columbia has made another step forward. 
A number of prominent and wealthy mer- 
chants met recently and discussed the mat- 
ter with the result that they determined 
to establish two steamers on the Conga- 
ree river from Granby, four miles below 
Columbia, to the ocean, thereby hoping to 
reduce the freight rates to this point. 

The river is navigable to Granby, but a 
heavy fall prevents navigation further. 
It has long been the desire of the business 
men of the city to have the river opened 
up to Granby, and frequent appeals have 
been made to congress to do it, but all ef- 
forts in that direction have been in vain. 
It is proposed to extend the electric rail- 
way system from Columbia to (tiranby, 
meet the boats there and bring the freight 
to the city. 

A committee has been appointed to as- 
certain the cost and other features-cf the 
scheme, and it will report favorably at a 
meeting of business men to be held Friday 
night. From Granby to the ocean the river 
has a depth of three feet at low water 
in a channel eight feet wide. Flat-bottomed 
boats will be used, and it is expected that 
they will pay immediately in reduced 
freights if in nothing else.

Mr. O'Neill's Address Yesterday in the 
Women’s Building. 


DREW A VERY LARGE AUDIENCE

That’s What the Weather Man Says | 


Will Occur Today. 

The storm, which was on Wednesday 
evening central in the extreme southwest 
yesterday and during the preceding night, 
shifted its center northwestward and at 
nightfall was central near St. Louis, with 
its outer limits extending over the central 
valleys.

section.” Mr. Hitt, a republican, spoke 
the sentiment of all parties when he 
sald in the house: “I hope we have not 
two sides of the house when it comes 
to a question of this kind.” There are 
not two sides nor two parties to this 
question in the house or out of it. There 
is a deep-seated feeling in this country, 
aggravated and made known by the 
high-handed treatment of Nicaragua; 
that British aggressions in the western 
hemisphere must cease. Should the 
greed of that nation precipitate war, the 
president who sits in the executive 
chair when the event occurs will not be 
vexed with an anti-war party. 
Through Mr. Cleveland the country 
has spoken, and the response has been 
unanimous. However men may differ 
as to various questions of internal poli- 
cy, there are no parties and no sections 
where the question of resisting British 
aggressions is concerned. The message 
itself has so far wiped out sectional 
feeling that Senator Hill’s resolution 
to remove the disabilities of ex-confed- 
erates was only laid on the table be- 
cause of the absence of Senator Hoar. 
Senator Platt, who moved to refer it to 
the judiciary committee, said it was 
likely that all senators would vote for it. 
There will be no war, however. Great 
Britain would surrender all her posses- 
sions in South America rather than en- 
gage in war with the United States, 
and for a very good reason. Out of such 
an adventure she would emerge bedrag- 
gled and humiliated. 
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Hog and Hominy Campaign. 
Since the big hay day at Albany in 
this state, our contemporaries are ear- 
nestly pushing the hog and hominy cam- 
paign. The Wilmington Messenger takes 
hold of the scheme and talks out in the 


following fashion: 

North Carolina has raised a hog that 
weighed, we think, over 1,200 pounds clean- 
ed. The other day a big hog was slaughter- 
ed at Durham. It weighed some 800, or 
more, pounds. The best way, as The Mes- 
senger has more than once urged, is not 
to raise the huge porkers, but good aver- 
age hogs. It has gone farther and favored 
the old-fashioned razor-back breed, well 
fattened, and because they make the sweet- 
est, most toothsome meat. In North Caro- 
lina there has been a decided advance for 
two or three years in hog raising. This 
fall and winter our state exchanges have 
given encouraging reports as to the hog 
crop. It looks as if the farmers and others 
had done better in 1895 in this business of 
raising home meat than in any previous 
year since the great war ended. That is 
right. It is one of the ways to independ 
ence and prosperity. Make your own hog 
and hominy, and a plenty of it, and when 
you tire of it then try ‘‘bacon and greens,” 
and after that the delicious jowl and turnip 
sallad. To increase the variety try to 
learn to prepare Boston beans, but do not 
Gmit to add the piece of pork. The News 
and Courier tells how a. South Carolinian 
preferred many. hogs of ordinary weight to 
huge,hogs and but few. It gives this: ‘Mr. 
L. T. Harman, of Edgefield county, has 
sixty hogs fattening and almost ready to 
kill. They will ‘average 175 pounds net 
each,’ or a total product of 10,500 pounds 
of meat. At only 6 cents a pound they are 
worth $630, or as much as fifteen 500-pound 
bales of 8cent cotton, or the average pro- 
duct of forty-five acres, and every cent a 
pound over 6 cents will add the value 
cf two bales and a half to his drove of 
porkers.’’ Last year, it thinks, fat drove 
of hogs would have been equal to the 
product of seventy-five acres in cotton. It 
Says that “any farmer can estimate for 
himself whether such a hog or an acre of 
cotton requires the most work and care 
and what rays the most clear profit.’ 


This is the royal road to independénce 
and prosperity, and if our Georgia farm- 
ers will follow it they will soon be the 
richest people on the continent.

Lynch Law Up North. 

The New York Sun of Tuesday con- 
tained three dispatches which told the 
story of Judge Lynch’s work in the 
north. 

At the Wyoming seminary, at King- 
ston, Pa., the other night, a party of 
men took a student and tarred and 
feathered him. 

At Nashua, N. H., several young men 
tried to tar and feather an obnoxious 
citizen, and when they failed they gave 
him a whipping and turned him loose. 

At Marietta, O., a number of citizens 
attempted to tar and feather an un- 
popular family, but they were driven 
off and will now be prosecuted. 

These matters are not of a very seri- 
ous nature, but they show that the 
lynching evil is not distinctly southern. 
The fact is it is a national evil and 
should be dealt with from that point of 
view. When the provocation comes a 
man is just as liable to mob violence in 
New England‘as he is in Texas. © 


Competition from Japan. 

We print elsewhere a communication 
in regard to the recent invasion of the 
American markets by manufactures 
from Japan that ought to be read and 
digested by évery producer and wage 
earner in the land. The writer of that 
communication is secretary of the 
American bimetallic league, and he 
holds his position by reason of the fact 
that he is thoroughly conversant with 
the money question. 

The Constitution has already referred 
to this matter as a piece of interesting 
news. So far as the real discussion of 
its possible or probable effeets are con- 
eerned, we are content to wait until our 
eastern manufacturers begin’ to take an 
interest in the invasion. It is called an 
“invasion,” but we think? it might be 
better described as the regult of an in- 
voluntary invitation exténded to the 
manufacturers of Japam jby our man 
facturers, who, blind t) tei - 
terest’, have permitted” 
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ers to demenetize silver, and in this 
way have joined with Burepean nations 
in paying a bonus of 100 per cent on all 
goods manufacturerd in Japan. 

The Constitution is content to wait 
until the so-called “invasion” shall as- 
sume proportions sufficiently threaten- 
ing to cause the manufacturers of the 
United States to study the money ques- 
tion and discover for themselves how 
and why it is that the dislocation of 
exchanges between the east and west 
has conferred such vast benefits.on the 
manufacturers and producers of the 
east. , ' 

As the matter stands, the question is 
of more interest to the workingmen and 
women of the country than it is to the 
employing manufacturers. The pre- 
sumption is that those who employ la- 
bor in the various productive industries 
have capital or wealth on which they 
can fall back or direct into different 
channels. But it is not so with the 
laboring classes. Their wealth, as well 
as their capital, consists of their willing- 
ness to work, and the skill which they 
have acquired. Heretofore their labor 
has commanded comparatively high 
wages. F# generations they have been 
enabled not only to live well, but to 
provide homes for themselves and such 
comforts for their families as the 
European and British laborers never 
dreamed of, 

The British gold standard has al- 
ready interfered with their prosperity 
by cutting down the prices of the 
products of their labor. This fall in 
prices has been accompanied not only 
by a lower rate of wages and the em- 
ployment of fewer workers. Concerns 
that have refrained from cutting wages 
for fear of precipitating a strife have 
made themselves even by discharging a 
part of their help, by running on short 
time, or by closing down for months at 
atime. There are thousands of indus- 
tries in the United States closed down 
today, vainly hoping for a rise in prices. 
The gold standard newspapers do not 
even refer to these facts, and it is only 
possible to learn them by casual state- 
ments and intimations in the trade re- 
ports of the commercial agencies. 

The correspondent, whose letter we 
print in another column, explains very 
clearly why the eastern nations, such 
as Japan, are engaging in the business 
of manufacturing for themselves, and 
why they can undersell the manufactur- 
ers of Europe and the United States. 
In the financial system of the east— 
Japan for example—gold is not money, 
but a commodity. The premium on it, 
as a commodity, is 100 per cent, that is 
to say, when Japan is asked to buy 
goods manufactured in Europe or the 
United States, her “people find that the 
price has doubled, It is a prohibitive 
price, and it has compelled Japan to 
go into the business of manufacturing 
on her own account, thereby saving the 
100 per cent that would have to be 
paid for articles made in the gold stand- 
ard countries. 

In other words, the people of Europe 
and the United States, by permitting 
the money dealers to demonetize silver 
for their own personal profit, have prac- 
tically given to the manufacturers of 
Japan and other eastern countries a 
bonus of 100 per cent on every article 
they produce. Meanwhile, in the silver- 
using countries prices remain at the 
level of 1873. The use of silver has no 
effect on the labor market, which is 
controlled entirely by the conditions of 
supply and demand. The overcrowded 
population of the east—more than a 
thousand millions—has accustomed it- 
self to the practice of economies that 
would mean the utter degradation of 
Americans, and the labor market is so 
overcrowded that wages are down to the 
point of bare existence. 

The real meaning of the British¢gold 
standard for this country will begin to 
dawn on the minds of all the people 
after awhile. 


Livingston and Venezuela. 

Only a few days ago some of the 
newspapers which can see uo good in 
what does not emanate from Mr. Cleve- 
land, hooted at Congressman j|,jving- 
ston because he stood up for Venezuela, 
and no end of ridicule was heaped upon 
him by his in and out of sgason ene- 
mies because he advocated the vigorous 
enforcement of the Monroe doctrine. 

Mr. Cleveland’s message has changed 
all this. It recommends the very thing 
proposed by Mr. Livingston in his reso- 
lution, viz, the appointment of a com- 
mission by this government to investi- 
gate the disputed boundary question in 
Venezuela. When the Georgian offered 
this sresolution many of the cuckoo 
newspapers made it the theme of their 
jest and comment. 

But a wonderful change has been 
wrought by the stroke of a pen. Mr. 
Cleveland in his message on the Vene- 
zuelan question urges congress to do 
exactly what Mr. Livingston suggested. 
He wants a commission appointed to 
look into the merits of the Venezuelan 
issue. 

It is unnecessary to pursue the sub- 
ject. The rejected corner stone seems 
to have been accepted by the builder. 
If Mr. Livingston wanted any vindica- 
tion, he should now be satisfied. 
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Still Slobbering. 

While the whole country is sustain- 
ing the position of Mr. Cleveland as 
set forth in his message, Mr. Bayard, 
the American ambassador to England, 
is still engaged in slobbering over the 
British. His attitude is that of a man 
who sincerely thanks his maker that 
the authorities of Great Britain are so 
good and so kind as -to permit us to 
live over here. 

In order to show the British how 
grateful we are, Mr. Bayard actually 
compares us to the child that King 
Solomon wanted divided, though the es- 
teemed ambassador doesn’t permit us to 
know whether he regards us as the 
head of the child or the hindlegs, as it 
were. And when we are preparing to 
pull some of the wool out of the lion’s 
mane, Mr. Bayard wants us to perform 
the impossible feat of “clasping hands 
across the main.” 

Cannot our slobbering ambassador be 
put to bed? Is there not some sort of 
an application, hot or cold, that can be 
applied to his abdomen for the purpose

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll is the inno- 
cent cause of a lively dispute between the 
faculty and the students of the State Uni- 
versity of Missouri, at Columbia. Some 
time ago the senior law class decided to in- 
vite the colonel to deliver an address at the 
next commencement, The faulty at once 
declared that the invitation must be recall- 
ed, as it would never do to have a man 
with Colonel Ingersoll’s views on religion 
thus recognized in an institution of the 
state. The class says that it will not recall 
the invitation, and the college is all torn up 
over the question. 


During the month of November the Unit- 
ed Hebrew Charities Association of New 
York found work for 443 persons, gave aid 
to 7,793 individuals, disbursed $9,774, in ad- 
dition to conducting indw@trial schools and 
providing free burials when necessary. In 
the same city a foreigner who has been in 
the country a few days is lecturing to 
prove that this people has not a single re- 
deeming trait, 


Over forty armored ships belonging to 
England, Germany, Italy, Austria, Russia 
and France are gathered near Constantino- 
ple, and yet the only prospect of relief for 
the Armenians is in the hurrying of the un- 
armed Red Cross Sociefy to the scene, The 
spectacle is not one exciting a wild desire 
for any extension of European rule on 
American territory. 


It appears from statistics compiled from 
the provost marshals’ reports during the 
civil war that there were 278,644 desertions 
from ithe union army. In a large majority 
of these cases, however, the offense was 
merely technical, and came properly under 
the head of ‘“‘absence without leave.” The 
real deserters were not very numerous, 
considering the number of enlistments, and 
it will be remembered that the kindness of 
President Lincoln saved many of them 
from punishment, in spite of the urgent ap- 
peals of military commanders for the strict 
enforcement of the law.

It is 
now to be determined whether there shall 
be any definite American policy, or 
whether this hemisphere is to be aban- 
doned to be plundered and preyed upon by 
the great robber nations of the earth. 


New Orleans Times-Democrat: Mr. Cleve- 
land’s message does not mean war, but it 
means that Great Britain must accept the 
Monroe doctrine in regard to all American 
territory. Lord Salisbury (declares that 
doctrine to be sound enough, but that his 
country has not accepted it. Mr. Cleve- 
land now announces in the most emphatic 
manrer possible that the United States 
proposes to enforce the Monroe doctrine in 
Venezuela “‘“‘by every means in its power,” 
and the pegple will support him enthusias- 
tically in the position he has taken. And 
in no portion of the country can he count 
on stronger and warmer support than in 
the south. It was a southern man who 
first enunciated this great doctrine, and 
the southern people have always believed 
in it and supported and respected it. They 
can be depended on to do so in every 
emergency. The American spirit is thor- 
oughly aroused throughout this country 
today, and Lord Salisbury would do well 
to recognize all that this means. 


New York World: It is a grave blunder 
to put this government in the attitude of 
threatening war unless we mean it and 
are prepared for it and can appeal hope- 
fully to the sympathies of the civilized 
world in making it. Do these conditions 
exist? Will any of the senators who ap- 
plauded the president’s message yesterday 
seriously affigma,that they do? If these 
conditions do not exist, what remains for 
us except a few weeks or months of blus- 
ter and a more or less graceful backdown? 


Baltimore Sun: While the language of 
Mr. Cleveland’s message is strong, stron 
enough to please the jingoes, we should 
suppose, with that prudence and common 
sense which usually characterizes him in 
action, the president evidtntly wishes to 
be sure that we “are right befere we go 
ahead.’

How this suggestion will be re- 
ceived by the two powers immediately in- 
terested, of course, remains to be seen. But 
until the report of that commission is re- 
ceived any action on our paft will necessa- 
rily be suspended. 


New York Mail and Express: President 
Cleveland’s message to congress today has 
a ring of jingo Americanism in it which 
will give The Posi a series of conniption 
fits.

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THE JAPANESE INVASION. 


Some Interesting Suggestions Which 
Our Country Might Consider. 
Editor Constitution: The recent invasion 
of the markets of the United States by 
manufactures from Japan confronts the 
American manufacturer off like articles 
with the alternative of selling as cheap 
as the Japanese articles are offered or 
surrendering the market to the invader. 
The advent of manufactures from the 
orient will force the manufactures and la- 
borers of the United States to investigate 
the cause, and when discovered, it will be 
a most terrible awakening. The fact that 
through their own indifference and creduli- 
ty they have been committing industrial 
suicide will not modify their wrath against 
the politicians and press that have de- 
ceived them, or mitigate the terrible conse- 

quences that must follow. 

When the bimetallic standard of money 
was destrcyed by ine demonetization of 
silver in 1873 there became two monetary 
standards in the world—the gold standard 
for thd highly civilized, manufacturing 
and commercial nations of Europe and 
America, and the silver standard for the 
orient. The coinage ratio between silver 
and gold under the bimetallic standard fix- 
ed a par of exchange between gold coins 
and silver coins for all the world, with- 
out prejudice to either; but with  clos- 
ing of the mints of America and Europe to 
the coinage of silver, two standards were 
created—a goid standard for the western 
world, and a silver one for the eastern 
world. When equal monetary rights were 
no longer conferred on both metals by 
any one of the great commercial nations, 
affording a clearing house through which 
exchange on such nations as made their 
coins of gold alope, could pass, the legal 
ligature was cut that had hitherto estab- 
lished a par exchange between coins of 
each metal wheresoever coined. 

Silver thus became a commodity in gold 
standard countries. The commodity sil- 
ver in gold-standard countries had its quo- 
tations in terms of money units made of 
gold. The commodity gold in silver-stana- 
ard countries had its quotations in terms 
of money units made of silver. 

In the adjustment of international trade 
relations in gold-standard countries _ sil- 
ver exchange rises or falls to correspond 
with the fluctuations of the commodity 
silver; and in silver-standard countries 
gold exchange rises or falls to correspond 
with the fluctuations of the commodity 
gold. 

Thus it will be seen that the destruction 
of the bimetallic standard, through the 
derangement of the exchange market, in- 
troduced new economic problems with 
which ecoromists were unfamiliar, and 
fraught with consequences which we char- 
itably assume that the authors of the 
crime of demonetization did not anticipate 
or understand.

always at the maximum of human endur- 
ance, the law of the survival of the fittest de 
veloped a race capaBle of subsistence on a 
tithe of what the average worker of Europe 
or America requires. But the Orientals. 
with fixed habits, the result of ages of ex- 
clusiveness, did not share the spirit of pro- 
gress and invention that characterized the 
people of the western world, whose on- 


progressing without menace to a con- 
stantly advancing civilization and each step 
in advance continued to add to the sum 
of human happiness, when the creditor in- 
terests of the world, seeking unjust gain, 
struck what may prove the fatal blow, by 
outlawing silver, thus destroying the bi- 
metallic standard of money. 

Under bimetallism all the gold and silver 
of the world coined and uncoined was po- 
tential money at the legal ratio, and 
whenever exchanged on countries coining 
gold alone, or silver alone, departed from 
the coinage ratio sufficient to profitably 
transport coin to or from countries confer- 
ing equal monetary rights on both metals, 


| automatic adjustment took place. 


With the destruction of the bimetallic 
Standard all this was changed. 

The rapid and constant rise in the price 
of gold eXchange in silver standard coun- 
tries soon doubled the price of commodities 
imported from gold-standard countries. The 
effect of this was to force the Asiatic coun- 
tries where the wages of labor and prices 
in general have been for centuries and still 
continue at a lower level than ever known 
among any other people, to maufacture for 
themselves. The price of gold exchange 
having doubled had the effect in increasing 
the price of imports from gold standard 
countries that an import duty of 100 per 
cent would have. 

While India and Japan under the stimulas 
thus afforded were developing their cotton 
mills until they now supply the Asiatic de- 
mand for cotton yarn, England wag pur- 
chasing the wheat and cotton of India pay- 
ing the same price in silver as before 1873, 
and laying the same down in Liverpool at 
a cost to them in gold as much below the 
price of 1873 as silver bullion had fallen 
below the mint price under free coinage. 

It must be born in mind that the cost 
of commodities, that is, the material, labor, 
land-rents, and inter@st on capital, to- 
gether with the profits must be reckoned 
in the money of the country where the 
goods are produced, and that they are al- 
ways paid for in current money of the coun- 
try where they are sold. 

If goods are produced in the United States 
and sold in Japan sufficient silver must be 
received for them, that when exchanged for 
gold it will cover the cost and the profits, 
likewise that if goods are produced in Ja- 
pan and sold in the United States, they 
can be sold for just sufficient gold, that 
when exchanged for silver it will cover the 
cost and the profits. 

Under bimetallism it was shown that 
neither country was benefited or injured be- 
cause of the metal comprising the current 
coin, but it will be readily seen that un- 
der existing conditions the advantage is 
on the side of Japan and against the United 
States to the extent of the fall in silver 
exchange below the rate that prevailed 
prior to demonetization in 1873. 

With thousands of years behind us dur- 
ing which the mongolian nations manifest- 
ed: no disposition toward commercial ex- 
ploitation, but on the contrary resisted 
every innovation upon their long-established 
modes of life, content with selling other 
nations the few articles of manufacture, 
peculiarly their own, and such products 
as soil and climate gave them a natural 
monopoly, there is no good reason for be- 
lieving that this sleeping giant of the 
east could have been aroused from his 
slumbers by conditions less extraordinary 
than were presented by the exchanges af- 
ter the manufacturing nations adopted the 
gold standard. 

Agriculture in gold standard countries 
suffered first, the wheat and cotton from 
India in the Liverpool market keeping step 
with the fall in rupee exchange soon cut. 
the price of the world’s crop in two and 
destroyed the profits and depreciated the 
property of the producers in the _ gold- 
standard countries. 

The only reason why the manufacturers 
and laborers in all gold-standard countries 
have not suffered a worse fate than has 
overtaken the wheat and cotton growers is 
that the Asiatic nations did not have com- 
peting erticles to offer. 

Silver in the oriental nations continues 
to purchase raw material and labor as 
cheaply as in any time in the past. These 
over-populated nations containing one-half 
the human family, perpetually on the 
verge of famine, the frequency and fatali- 
ties of which have developed and intensiiied 
a universal system of hoarding constantly 
trenching upon the coin in circulation, has 
had for thousands of years and still con- 
tinues to have a wage rate barely permit- 
ting continued existence to the teeming 
millions of toiiers. 

Before silver was outlawed in the western 
world fifteen and a half ounces of silver 
in the orient paid for commodities that 
cost an ounce of gold in the cccident, but 
at the present time it requires thirty-one 
ounces of silver to purchase the product of 
an ounce of gold. 

Upon a wage in silver barely sufficient 
to continue life the alternative to the toil- 
ers of Asia was to manufacture for them- 
selves the articles formerly imported from 
America and Europe or forego their use al- 
together. 

These extraordinary and exasperating 
conditions awoke the Japanese trom the 
sleep of ages. The recent invasion of our 
markets by manufacturers from Japan is 
perhaps the most threatening and direful 
in the chain of calamities resulting from 
that ill-conceived and totally wicked effort 
of the world’s creditors to plunder and en- 
slave the world through the demonetiza- 
tion of silver. 

Upon the gold standard the present rate 
of exchange gives Japan an advantage 
over the manufacturing nations of Amer- 
ica and Europe equivolent to a protective 
duty cf 100 per cent and an export bounty 
of the same amount. This is the premium 
that the devotees of the gold standard in 
the United States have put upen the de- 
struction of the civilizaticn of the westcrn 
world. Who among them will contend that 
when factories are established in Japan, 
China and India, equipped with the latest 
improved labor-saving machinery and op- 
erated by labor paid from $2 to $3 per 
month that the era of colleges, schools and

“Mercer is getting on very well, indeed,” 
said President Gambrell yesterday. 

The doctor is up for a day or two and 
while here will confer with some of the 
leading members of his denomination in 
regard to a campaign which the Baptists 
contemplate. “We propose to raise an 
endowment of $100,000 for Mercer within the 
next year. It is our purpose to thorough- 
ly organize an educational campaign and 
canvass the state from boundary to bound- 
ary. The Baptists are numerous in Geor- 
gia—the strongest denomination numerical- 
ly in the state. We have 1,825 white 
churches, 163,000 white communicants, and 
all told, white and colored, 370,000 members. 
This does not count the families, so you 
can see that the baptist population of the 
State is large. Georgia is-on the eve of a 
greater development than she has ever 
seen. She will make rapid growth com- 
mercially, and I believe in keeping the edu- 
cational opportunities apace with the 
State’s advance on other lines. We know 
that the better a state’s schools, the more 
disposed people are to settle in it. The 
presence of good schools and colleges is 
a great inducement to strangers who are 
looking fora home. We want to keep our 
schools in the front line, and to do it shall 
largely increase our endowments.”’ 

The Baptists will have 100 speakers out 
next year talking in behalf of education. 


“A great many visitors from distant 
states visit my office,”” says ex-Governor

find that dread altogether baseless. Every- 
where I have been, and I have visited sey- 
eral points in the south, and especially 
in Georgia, I have received a cordial wel- 
come. ‘the citizens have made it pleasant 
for me, and when I go back I shall, so far 
as lies in my power, counteract that feel- 
ing which exists up there about the recep- 
tion a stranger gets down here. This ex- 
pesition has changed the views of thou- 
sands of northern people on the south.” 

“One thing which impresses me is the 
smoothness with which employer and em- 
ployes get along in the south,” said. Mr. 
P. H. Studebaker, of South Bend, yester- 
day. “The factory operatives, the railway 
men, the wage-earners in every depart- 
ment of labor are on good terms with their 
employers, and all are getting along 
nicely.’’ 

Mr. Studebaker is influential in politics 
in Indiana. He goes out and helps his 
friends now and then, but is not an aspir- 
ant for office. He has been proposed for 
governor and the United States senate 
but declined to run for office. The boys 
wcre sometime understanding him, for it 
was something almost unheard of for a 
man to take an active part in a campaign 
and,do herd and valaable work without 
wanting something. Up at Saratoga once, 
Gath ipterviewed him and published two 
columns about his views, and when Mr. 
Studebaker got back home it was report- 
ed that he would be a candidate for gov- 
ernor. But he said no, he and his office 
was making and selling wagons. Among 
the republicans of indiana Mr. Studebaker 
is what Georgians would call a “wheel 
horse.’’ 


Mr. Dan Clements, of Worth county, is 
here.

His home is 
in the section of country which just now 
is attracting so much attention from pros- 
pective setWers. “Numbers of western 
people are coming down into our part of 
the state looking for homes,” he says, 
“and our people are glad to sce them.

Addressed by President Styles. 

President and Director General Styles, of 
the Montreal exposition, addressed a large 
number of the exhibitcrs yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock in the Costa Rica theater. 
The members of the Exhibitors’ association 
were there in force and showed great ap- 
preciation of the courtesies extended and 
promised them by President Styles. The 
address was very short but earnest. 

One of the exhibitors wanted to know as 
to the system of awards. 

“Will it be the Atlanta system or a prac- 
tical system?” he asked, 

In reply Mr. Styles said that he had 
secured the most distinguished men in 
Canada to act on the jury and bestow 
medals. If their decisions were not gatfk- 
factory the exhibitors could have two 
courts of appeal, one to the board of trade 
and the other the president. He also stat- 
ed that the medals were being made in 
Europe and would be ready before the 
opening of the exposition, g 

In reference to the trouble with England 
President Styles said that he did not think 
it would result seriously end he prophesied 
a more friendly feeling after the settle. 
ment of the war question than before. 

“Although,” he said, “there is now an 
apparently serious cloud hanging over us, 
yet it is as a father has a difference With 
a son. It is soon over and they again 
come closer together, so the two great 
English-speaking nations of the world will 
be reconciled and a friendly feeling be- 
tween the two follow which will last for all 
time to come.”

The South- 
ern, the Seaboard Air-Line, the Louisville 
and Nashville, the Queen and Crescent, 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
roads have all prepared for the transporta- 
tion of their employes, and they will be 
here in force this morning. 

No special programme has been arranged 
for the railroad men. They will gather at 
tne different’ railroad exhibits, and there 
informal receptions will be held. The 
Plant system, the Louisville and Nashville, 
the Georgia and several other roads have 
already had special days, but these will 
participate in the day, and will send large 
delegations again to Atlanta. 

Collier Badges Ready. 

Two thousand badges for Collier day 
will be distributed in Atlanta this morning, 
ready to be used on the eventful occasion 
of the 25th. The badge is of appropriate 
design, of old-gold ribbon, very broad. Each 
will be stamped with a splendid likeness 
of the director general and will bear his 
name. 

Christmas day promises to be the greatest 
day of the fair. None of the business 
houses in the city will be opened and every 
Atlantian will visit the fairgrounds during 
the day. There will be no formal pro- 
gramme of speech-making, but from 9 
o’clock in the morning until 10 o’clock at 
night there will be a brilliant series of 
special features. A number of athletic ex- 
perts have been wired for, and will arrive 
Saturday. The balloon ascension in the 
afternoon will be another important event, 
as the aeronaut will mak@ a trip of sev- 
eral hundred miles before descending.

Southera Freight Association Men Fail 
To Elect Arbitrators. 


SEVERAL BALLOTS TAKEN 


Executive Committee Holds Several 
Meetings—Mr. Plant Was Here 
Yesterday—Railroad News. 


There will be some delay in getting a new 
board of arbitration for the Southern 
States Freight Association, according to 
present indications, 

The session of the association yesterday 
for the purpose of electing a new board 
for the coming year resulted in a com- 
plete failure to reach any satisfactory re- 
sult. 

Just what was predicted in The Consti- 
tution’s reports of the association’s meet- 
ings at Asheville last summer, when the 
rule providing for the unanimous Vote oun 
all officers was adopted, has come true— 
that it will be next to an impossibility to 
ever elect officers with such grave respon- 
sibility as the members of the board of 
arbitration have. 

The board of arbitration is the senate 
of the association, having the highest au- 
thority of any” power within the ranks of 
the organized roads of the south, When- 
ever a question of rates is left in dispute 
by the rate committee and has failed to be 
adjusted by the executive committee, which 
is composed of the presidents of the roads 
that are members of the association, then 
the issue is referred or appealed to the 
board of arbitration for final pettlement 
and they have the final judgment on such 
cases. 

In this way it can be seen that the board 
of arbitration has a great deal of authority 
and official position in the management and 
guidance of the affairs which come up 
among the associated roads. ,For reasons 
such as these it is clear that no man would 
easily gain the unanimous vote of the 
roads composing the association, particular- 
ly with such a diversity of inté@resits as 
there must be within the ranks of such 
an organization with competing railways 
fighting for this and for that. 

There can scarcely be any wonder, there- 
fore, that the meeting yesterday, though 
several names were mentioned for tie 
places of the arbitrators, failed to elect a 
Single member on the new system of re- 
quiring the vote to be unanimous and it is 
easy to see that the long discussions of 
the werk before the association resulted 
in nothing but increasing the differences 
that prevailed and making an election ali 
the more difficult. 

Some wanted one man 
ed another. All of the 
agree on a single man. 

The meeting adjourned after laying the 
matter on the table until the next mect- 
ing. The members of the executive com- 
mittee held a meeting, taking up the topics 
scheduled for this session, and spent the 
remainder of yesterday handling such busi- 
ness as dveveloped from the list of sub- 
jects, 

Much of the business transacted Was of 
a routire nature and not calculated to in- 
terest the public at large. 

The executive committee was in session 
until late last evening and adjourned to 
meet this morning at il o’clock. It was 
largely attended, all of the most prominent 
railroad men of the south having a Voice 
in the deliberations of the association. 

Commissioner Haines has presided over 
all the meetings that have been held in 
Atlanta. 

It is gratifying to the railroad officials 
that there is less discord among the roads 
that form the membership of the associa- 
tion than there has been for a long time 
past. Thdé reads seem to be observing the 
rules and regulations of the association, 
both passenger and freight, more generally 
then they have ever done before and the 
traffic men of all the limes of the south 
declare that they .are more than pleascd 
at the harmony that prevails emong the 
various roads of the southern states. 

It is probable that such relations will 
ccntinue to exist and it is even thought 
that the membership of the freight associa- 
tion will be considerably increased Within 
the next few weeks, as many of the west- 
ern lines seem to show more friendliness 
to the new association than they have late- 
ly done. Colonel J. W. Thomas, president 
of the Nashville, Chattanooga and 5SBt. 
Louis, was here yesterday. While his line 
of roads is not entirely in the ‘association, 
he predicts that there will be harmony 
among all southern roads for a long time 
to come unless something turns up that 
will suddenly precipitate a rightful differ- 
ence among some of the lines. 

None of the members of the association 
seean to take any interest in the rumors 
that have lateiy gone out from Chicago 
that the battle beyond the Ohio river for 
rates to the south as low as those from 
New York to the south will resuit in bring- 
ing on an open warfare between the east- 
ern and western lines. They say the rates 
as they prevail today between the sections 
have been the result of many rate disturb- 
ances, wars, and rumors of war, and pre- 
dict that it will take a long time to bring 
about any change whatever. 

The meeting of the executive committee 
of the association today will prove a most 
interesting one. It will be vailled promptly 
at 11 o’clock in thé headquarters of the 
Southern Stetes Freight Association in the 
fourth story of the Equitable building.

Jefl Martin Is About To Leave Atlanta, S{nvestigation Proved That Frank Toole 


Perhaps Forever. 


NEW YORK PRISONS GET HIM 


Martin Claims To Be of Indian Birth, 
Telling Something of His Past 
in an Indifferent Manner. 


Detective Sergeant Harry P. Foye, of 
New York, who came to Atlanta Wednes- 
day night after Jeff Martin, alias Valentine, 
will leave this afternoon with his prisoner. 
Valentine’s departure will be hailed with 
delight by the local police and detective 
departments. 

Martin was yesterday turned over to the 
New York officer by Governor Atkinson, 
who approved the requisition papers issued 
by Governor Morton, of New York. The 
officer left Martin in the hands of the police 
for the day and last night, he remaining 
over until today to see the city and exposi- 
tion. 

Valentine, or Martin, is wanted on two 
indictments in New York. He is charged 
with grand larceny on both accounts and 
Detective Foye says that the cases against 
him are sure fire ones. He predicts that the 
smooth individual will get a term in the 
New York penitentiary ranging from ten to 
twenty years. 

Martin was known in New York as Dr. 
Goeffrey Martin, a veterinary surgeon, re- 
siding on Madison avenue. He is said to 
have departed from that claim of profession 
for the purpose of robbing his prosecutor in 
the cases pending against him, Mrs. Minnie 
Allen, telling her that he was a physician 
of medicine connected with the Bellevue 
hospital staff. By that profession he sought 
an opportunity to prescribe for the woman, 
and according to Detective Foye, did so, 
but prescribing a “knock-out” drug instead 
of a harmless one. When his victim swoon- 
ed from the poisorous dose Martin robbed 
her of her diamond rings, money and other 
valuables, the whole amounting to over $500. 


Martin in His Cell 


Martin is a man of small stature, about 
twenty-four years old. He has the features 
of a hardened man, one who has seen the 
world. He talks with caution and ironical- 


ly, evading such questions as might com-. 


promise him. He tells Hhittle of his past 
and that much in an indifferent, crabby 
manner. He professes to be indifferent to 
his present trouble, but paces the prison 
corridor rather impatiently at times. His 
eyes are large and shiny, rolling as he 
talks. 
Says He Is an Indian. 

Martin isa man of considerable educa- 
tionanda wide experience. He claims to 
be of Indian birth and cites his reddish 
complexion and characteristics in support 
of his claim. He says that his mother is a 
full-blooded Bannock Indian and that he 
was born on the Indian reservation at Poca- 
tello, Idaho, about twenty-four years ago. 
He claims to have lived in that section of 
the country until he was eight years old, 
when ‘his parents came south and lived in 
Atlanta for some time. 

Something of His Travels. 

From Atlanta Martin says that he went 
to England, residing in Edinburg, Scotland, 
until he was eighteen years old. At that 
place he says that he went to school and 
later graduated at the Royal academy in 
London. He says that he was given a 
diploma as a veterinary. surgeon and soon 
afterwards came back to America, taking 
up his residence in New York. Living there 
for some time Martin says that he moved to 
Baltimore and then to Philadelphia and 
other cities, going west for a short time. 
He lived in Boston for a while and then 
went back to New York, where he remained 
until last September with the exception of 
short intervals spent in the cities men- 
tioned. 

In the Rogues’ Gallery. 

During last summer Martin was arrested 
by the New York detectives and booked as 
a suspect. His picture was taken for the 
New York rogues’ gallery and it now adorns 
the walls of that famous collection. It was 
by the photograph that Martin was identi- 
fied by Mrs. Allen as the man who drugged 
and robbed her in her room on September 
24th last. Martin said last night that he 
was not sure that he would go back to 
New York. He said in a blustering manner 
that his attorney would not allow his re- 
moval. 

His Wife Here, Too. 

Martin’s wife came to Atlanta with him 
over a month ago. Sae, too, has been in 
trouble here and is now under bond on a 
charge of robbing a man of about $10. 
30th the man and woman are said to te 
light-fingered crooks of the worst type and 
the officers kept them under close surveil- 
lance until Martin was locked up nearly a 
month ago. Nothing has been seen of the 
woman recently. 


TWO NEGRO SUSPECTS. 


A Couple Thought To Have Concealed 


Stolen Goods Locked Up. 

.R. R. Richmond and Ella Bell, both col- 
ored, occupy cells at police headquarters 
in connection with the recent robberies 
traced to Mary Bell, the negro woman who 
was arrested two or three days ago, hav- 
ing over three hundred dollars’ worth of 
stolen goods in her possession.

Huzza, Greene and Geer, of the hos- 
pital, applied all of the usual restoratives 
and worked for sometime in an effort to 
save the fast ebbing life of the woman, 
but just as the first streaks of day dawned 
in the east the last gasp for breath came 
and the woman of despair was no more, 

She Alone To Blame. 

The body of the suicide was taken in 
charge by Undertaker Patterson yester- 
day and it was prepared for interment in 
Westview this afternoon. An inquest was 
held by Coroner Paden and Dr. Giles yes- 
terday afternoon, the jury reaching a ver- 
dict to the effect that the woman came 
to her death by morphine poison adminis- 
tered by her own hands. Several witnesses 
were examined, all of the evidence show- 
ing that the woman alone was responsible 
for her death. 

From Toole’s Morphine Bottle. 

Frank Toole, a young man known about 
town, was arrested yesterday morning, 
suspected of having something to do with 
the act of the woman, but he was ex- 
onerated by the voroner’s jury and given 


his liberty. He was in the room with the | 


woman several hours before she took the 
drug, he finding her in a comatose condi- 
tion when arousing from a stupor brought 
on by the. use of morphine. Toole is ad- 
dicted to the use of the drug and it was 
doubtless from a bottle of the poison Dbe- 
longing to him that Jennie Dee took the 
stuff that ended her life. 
While Toole Slept. 

Toole was a friend of the woman’s and 
he went to her room to administer medi- 
cine prescribed by a physician. The woman 
had been ill two or three days and Toole 
summoned Dr. H. L. Martin for her about 
. o'clock Wednesday night. She was given 
a prescription to be taken at intervals of 
two hours and while sitting in the room 
waiting the time to give her medicine 
Toole dropped off to sleep, leaving his 
botute ef morphine on a table near the 
bed. He had used the drug himself and it 
is supposed that when the woman saw 
that he was asleep she reached over and 
swallowed a portion, of the contents of the 
poison. 

Tried It Himself Recently. 

When Toole aroused himself from his 
stupor he discovered the woman in a dy- 
ing condition and gave the alarm. The 
women of the street became excited, think- 
ing that Toole had poisoned the woman 
and the police were notified. The young 
man left the house, but was found on 
Decatur street two hours later and locked 
up. He recently attemped suicide in a 
poolroom on Decatur street, being found 
with a. large quantity of the drug injected 
in his arm from which he was unconscious.

In London 


‘LED TO HEAVY SALES HERE 


And Stocks Close from 1-2 to 5 Per 
Cent Lower—Cotton Lower. 
Wheat Lower. 


‘New York, December 19.—The feature of 
the trading at the stock exchange today 
was the heavy liquidation for foreign ac- 
count. London cables received here be- 
fore the opening showed material declines 
im our stocks, and this was followed by 
gelling orders of large proportions in 
Louisville and Nashville, St. Paul and oth- 
er American shares listed abroad. This 
foreign selling led to sales by local opera- 
tors and the result. was a drop of any- 
where from % to 5% per cent in prices. Ru- 
mors of heavy gold exports by Saturday s 
European steamers were put afioat, and 
this added to the depression, It was said 
at one time that the exports on the day 
named would reach 10,000,000, but this is 
an exaggeration, and good authorities do 
not look for shipments of anything like the 
amount stated. Up to the close of busi- 
ness only $500,000 had been engaged. it is 
known, however, that arrangements are 
making for the export of about $1,000,000 
of the metal, and that this will be an- 
nounced tomorrow. In the break in prices 
which followed the early dealing Consoi- 
idated Gas, Pullman Palace, Baltimore 
and Ohtfo and the Southwesterns were 
most conspicuous. The Vanderbilts are al- 
so lower, notwithstanding the declaration 
of the usual dividends on New York, Lake 
Shore, Michigan Central and Canada 
Southern. In the afternoon a steadier tone 
characterized the market. London nouses 
changed front and bought a little stock, 
and this had a stimulating effect on prices 
which recovered 13% per cent. Money was 
a little more active, and late in the day 
rose to 5 per cent. The advance, however, 
had no influence on stocks, which left off 
steady to firm in tone. Net changes show 
losses of % to 2% per cent in the active 
railways and 1@5 per. cent in the spe- 
cialties.

Liverpool 
declined 1-32d on the spot, with sales of 
10,000 bales. Futures declined 2% to 3 points 
and closed quiet. Bombay shipments for the 
week were 64,000, against 23,000 for the 
Same week last year. The total sales of 
futures here today were 284,900 bales, show- 
ing a considerably larger speculation. 
New Orleans declined 10 points, but recov- 
ered 8 points of this later on. The exports 
from the ports were about 28,000 bales, or 
practically the same as the receipts at the 
ports, which were 28,635, against 46036 last 
year. The receipts thus far this week are 
about 20,000 bales behind those for the same 
time last week. The New Orleans receipts 
tomorrow are estimated at 11,000 to 12,000 
bales, against 14,520 last year and 9,639 in 
1893. Houston received today 6,293, against 
6,531 bales a week ago, and 9,428 bales last 
year, and it expects tomorrow 8,000 to 9,000, 
ageinst 14,817 bales last year. Memphis re- 
ceived 2,695 bales, against 4,446, and shipped 
3,43; St. Louis received 562 bales, or only 
about a third as much as a year ago, and 
it shipped today 4,000 bales. Spot prices 
were 4sc lower here and 1-l6c lower in New 
Orleans, Savannah, Charleston, Augusta 
and St. Louts. New York made no sales.

Chicago, December” 19.—Another loss in 
value took place in wheat today. The de- 
cline was not due to any remarkable oP 
forcibly convincing bear argument, but 
rather because the bulls were unable to 
furnish any reason for an advance. Ex- 
pected heavy shipments of gold to Europe 
were discouraging of course, but they were 
mot considered enough to cause the ex- 
treme weakness which was noted. The 
trade now looks upon the Venezuelan con- 
troversy as opposed to strength in cereal 
prices, as the consequence of an open 
rupture would be to shut off the export 
demand. Local scalpers were the traders 
today and thelr business did not exhibit 
great activity. Liverpool cables were quiet 
and unchanged. May wheat opened from 
595g to 59%c, declined to B8%@@oc, closing 
at 59c bid—%@%c under yesterday. Casn 
wheat was steady to a shade lower. 

Corn—Am utterly lifeless session was 
passed in corn. Up until noon the price 
of May corn was 28%c, with an occasional 
Variation from bid to asked, and with 
only a few trades in small lots taking 
place. Wheat making a dive lower about 
noon carried corn off to 28%c for May, 
after which it rallied to 28@28%c, where 
it closed--a shade below yesterday. Liver- 
pool cables were quiet and unchanged. 

Oats—The monotony of the other markets 
was not relieved by anything that trans- 
pired in oats. The tone averaged fairly 
Sieady. May closed a shade tower tran 
yesterday.

The paper states that the organization 
has been brought about for the purchase by 
the incorporators and their associates for 
the purpose of buying, acquiring by pur- 
chase or trade any buildings, displays or 
properties on the exposition grounds or in 
the city, property in any way pertaining 
to the exposition, its run or existence, that 
it may desire, and ask for the right to 
make that “acquirement,” and to buy, hold 
and sell what it may want. 

When the exposition closes there will be 
buildings, displays and other property 
which will have a value much depreciated 
from the value of today. Some of the 
owners will consider it more advisable to 
sell than to move, and wil, of course, be 
able to make a better trade with some one 
willing to buy than to force the “inven- 
tory,’’ whatever it may be on the market.

PROFESSOR WOODFIN DEAD. 


One of Georgia’s Leading Educators 
Breathes His Last. 


Professor William G. Woodfin, formerly 
professor of ancient languages at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, is dead. 

This sad intelligence will carry a message 
of profound sorrow to many hearts. Pro- 
fessor Woodfin has taught hundreds of 
young men in Georgia, many of whom re- 
side in this city. 

He was a man of extensive research 
and profound knowledge. His classroom 
was one of the richest treasuries of in- 
formation at the University of Georgia. 
Professor Woodfin was a member of the 
Baptist church and a minister of that de- 
nomination. He severed his connection 
with the university about six years ag, 
and since that time has devoted himself 
chiefly to geological investigations. 

No man in Georgia was more sincerely 
beloved than Professor Woodfin, and Lis 
death will be sincerely mourned. 

The following telegram conveys the sor- 
rowful tidings: 

‘Reynolds, Ga., December 19.—(Special.)— 
Professor W. G. Woodfin, formerly of 
Athens, and one of Georgia’s most cmi- 
nent educators, died last night at 8 o’clock 
at the home of his daughter, Mrs. R. A. 
Hinton, in Macon county, five miles below 
here. His remains will be interred here 
temporarily.”’

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Both Branches of the Superior Court Was 
in Session Yesterday. 


CITY COURTS HAVE ADJOURNED 


Prisoners Who Have Been Tried, but 
Not Sentenced, Will Be Given 
Their Sentences Today. 


Yesterday morning Mr. Anthony Murphy, 
through his attorneys, filed a petition for 
injunction directed against the Southern 
railway, asking that the road be enjoined 
from placing sidetracks on his property 
near the old rolling mills. 

The petition was heard by Judge Lump- 
kin and a restraining order was granted. 
The work of placing sidetracks on the 
property was stopped by an order of court 
yesterday afternoon, and the final hear- 
ing of the case was set for Saturday 
morning next. 

Mr. Murphy, in his petition, alleged that 
his property is located on Marietta street 
near the place where the old rolling mills 
stood. The Southern railway, the petition 
states, has begun the work of cutting into 
the property for the purpose of laying ad- 
ditional sidetracks, and the work, if car- 
ried on, will greatly damage the property. 
In the petition the damage already done 
is placed at $5,000, which Mr. Murphy de- 
sires paid him by the road. 

The case of Mrs. Lela Graham against 
the estate of the late Judge John D. Cun- 
ningham was argued for a new trial yes- 
terday before Judge Lumpkin. After the 
argument on the motion a new trial was 
granted and the case will be heard at the 
next term, 

Work of the Criminal Court. 

Several cases were called in the criminal 
branch of the superior court yesterday 
morning. 

In the case of Albert Thomas, charged 
with stealing a horse, the court directed 
a verdict of not guilty. Thomas, who is a 
horse trader, was charged by Wesley 
James with horse stealing. James alleged 
that Thomas was given a horse which he 
was to.trade and that the trade was. effect- 
ed by Thomas, but no returns ever made 
to him. James said the horse was traded 
by Thomas for another animal and $25, but 
instead of delivering the horse and money, 
Thomas kept both. Aftter hearing the evi- 
dence Judge Clark ruled that the charges 
were incorrectly stated and directed a ver- 
dict of not guilty. 

The case of John Harris, who is charged 
with an assault upon Attorney John Cox, 
was reached yesterday morning, but on 
account of Mr. Rucker, the attorney for 
the defense, being engaged on the federal 
grand jury, the case was postponed and 
set for the first Monday in January. At- 
torney Rucker stated that he was also not 
physically able to enter into the case, and 
that he could not do so anyway, as he was 
a member of the federal grand jury. 

The case of John W. White, charged 
with the larceny of $500 from the American 
Trust and Banking Company, was reached 
and called, but was postponed on account 
of the absence of witnesses. 

Judge Clark then announced that he 
would adjourn court until January 6th, but 
that all prisoners who had been convicted 
but had not been sentenced would be 
brought into court this morning and sen- 
tence would be pronounced. 

The grand jury has been called to meet 
January 3d, and cases that have been made 
since the adjournment of the jury will be 
taken up and passed upon. 


Searching for Rowe and Mercier. 
Sheriff Barnes and his deputies are still 
searching for Rowe and Mercier, the at- 
torneys charged with perjury. When their 
cases were reached several days ago they 


feited. Sheriff Barnes was instructed to 
arrest the men and either have their bonds 
increased or place them in jail. 

Since the order of the court for the ar- 
rest of the men Sheriff Barnes has been 
looking for them, but no information has 
yet been received as to the whereabouts of 
either of them. 


City Courts Not in Session. 

Judge Van Epps’s court was not in ses- 
sion yesterday. The resignation of Judge 
Van Epps was tendered to Governor At- 
kinson yesterday morning, and but very 
little more business will be transacted un- 
der the present regime. 

The criminal branch of the city court 
has done nothing since its adjournment 
last week. 

Motions will be heard on the 23d and 3ist, 
but court will not reeonvene unticl the 
first Monday in January. Next Monday 
Judge Berry will hear argument on the 
motion for a new trial to be made by the 
attorneys of Steve Moore. Moore has 
twice been convicted of gaming. At the 
conclusion of the first trial he was fined 
$300 by Judge Westmoreland. A new trial 
was moved for by his attorneys and was 
granted. The second tri resulted in a 
conviction and a fine of Wa 00 less than 
the first fine. A new trial was again 
moved for, and the argument will be heard 
by Judge Berry Monday.

‘The National Christian Conference Has 


Settled Down To Business. 


‘FIFTEEN STATES REPRESENTED 


Sabbath Desecration, Intemperance 
* and Other Evils Discussed. 


 —— 


“DR. GEORGE ON SECULAR GOVERNMENT 


He Delivered One of the Most Impres- 
sive Addresses Ever Heard in 
Atlanta—A Large Crowd. 


ee A 


_ he national Christian conference, which 
‘held its opening session in the hall of the 
“Young Men's Christian Association yester- 
day morning, is perhaps the most impor- 
tant religious parliament which has ever 


“eonvened in this city. 

Delegates from fifteen states have been 
enrolled, and a much larger attendance 
is expected this morning. 

The conference opened yesterday morn- 
ing under circumstances which were 
not by any means prophetic of success, 
but the attendance was much larger in the 
afternoon and at night the hall was crowd- 
ed to overflowing. Dr. George, of Alle- 
gheny, Pa, delivered one of the strong- 
est lectures on the evils of secular govern- 
ment ever heard in Atlanta. He may be in- 
duced to repeat his lecture at a mass meet- 
ine to be held next Sunday evening. 

Dr. A. A. Hoyt, of Boston, Mass., will 
speak this morning on “Crime and Law- 
lessness.”’ It is a lecture that every one 
should hear. 

Interest in the conference is 
growing, and it may continue in session for 
the remainder of the week. 

Yesterday Morning’s Session. 

In calling the meeting to order Dr. At- 
kisson briefly outlined the purpose for 
which the delegates had assembled and the 
object which the conference sought to ac- 
complish. He characterized the age as an 
age of reform. “In order to reform the mor- 
als of the nation,’ observed he, “it is nec- 
essary to arouse the Christian people of the 
land and employ the Christian religion as 
the agency for bringing this about. Re- 
formation is needed to every phase of the 
nation’s life and reforms will continue to 
engage the energies and loyalty of youthful 
men and women until the kingdom of Je- 
hovah is forever established on this earth. 
The time is ripe for action. This country 
must be ruled by Christian people, and if 
the Christian people of this land fail to as- 
sert themselves the republic will be dom- 
inated by vice and immorality and wicked- 
ness will reign from ocean to ocean. It is 
useless for me to speak further. Let us 
first organize the meeting and proceed with 
the formal programme of exercises. After 
@ song and a prayer it will be in order to 
nominate a permanent chairman.” 

A fervent prayer was offered by Dr. H. 
H. George, of Allegheny, Pa., the field 
secretary of the National Reform Associ- 
cation. Dr. George prayed that a glorious 
meeting might be held and that God's spir- 
it might contro] and direct the proceedngs 
of the conference. 

“Nominations are now in order for per- 
manent chairman,” said Dr. Atkisson at 
or ag ef-Zhe prayer. ‘The chair is 
ready to hear any delegate who wishes 


steadily 


/to make a nominating speech.”’ 


Dr. John W. Heidt Elected. 

The name of Dr. John W. Heidt, the pre- 
siding elder of the North Atlanta district 
of the Methodict church, was put in nom- 
ination. Dr. Heidt suggested that Dr. At- 
kisson be elected to that office, since he 
had called the meeting to order, and had 
presided with such acceptibility. Dr. At- 
kisson declined, however, as he had too 
many other things to do. The motion was 
put and Dr. Heidt received the unanimous 
vote of all the delegates. 

Dr. Atkisson immediately vacated the 
chair and turned over the meeting to his 
successor who gracefully assumed the 
gavel 

Dr. Heidt’s Speech. 

“In 1867," said Dr. Heidt, addressing the 
conference, “‘I entered the ministry. Prior 
to that time I had been a lawyer in the 
city of Savennah and held the office of so- 
licitor general in that circuit. I decided, 
however, to lay myself upon God’s altar. 
Accordingly I resigned my position and ac- 
cepted one which paid me $2530 a year. I 
traveled a most difficult circuit and suffer- 
ed many privations. To my other embar- 
rassments I was taken ill during the first 
year of my ministry and was greatly re- 
duced in health, but I resolved to push 
forward and do the Lord’s work. I make 
this personal statement for a purpose. Since 
that time I have never refused to serve the 
Lord or His people to the best of my abil- 
ity. I accept the position relying upon your 
support and co-operation and believe that 
God will direct and sustain us in our good 
work.”’ 

Dr. Heidt referred to the evils by which 


ee \the nation was beseiged and the need of 


radical reformation. He wanted the coming 
century to dawn ‘upon a nation purified, 
and this result could never be accomplish- 


| 


ed without the prayerful and united effort 
- —— people in all sections of the 
and. 

The next business in-order was the elec- 
tion of a permanent secretary. This honor 
was worthily bestowed on Mr. 8. T. Nich- 
olson, of Washington city, whose efforts on 
behalf of the conference have been unre- 
mitting. Mr. Nicholson was given the 
privilege of naming his own assistant. 

The next step was to ascertain the num- 
ber of delegates present and to have the 
names of all of them enrolled. This was 
done by having each delegate write his 
name on a slip of paper which was placed 
in the hands of the secretary. It was found 
that various sections of the country and 
nearly all evangelical denominations were 
represented. Delegates were. enrolled from 
Georgia, Massacusetts, Kentucky, West 
Virginia, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, In- 
diana, New York, District of Columbia,, 
Louisiana, New Jersey and Texas. 

Dr. R. V. Atkisson delivered a most ef- 
fective talk on “Civil and Religious Re- 
form.’’ 


Politics and Religion. 

Pursuant to adjournment tne conference 
met again in the hall of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association promptly at 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon. A much larger attend- 
ance Was present than at the morning ses- 
sion. 

A committee consisting of Drs. Hoyt, 
George and Atkisson was appointed to 
draw up resolutions to be submitted at the 
evening session and also to suggest miscel- 
laneous topics for discussion. — 

Dr. Heidt announced that Governor Nor- 
then had just arrived in the city and sent 
his best wishes to the conference. He 
would endeavor to meet with the delegates 
before the close of the session. 

The afternoon topic for discussion was 
“The Relation of Christian Churches to 
Civil Government,” led by Rev. C. N. Don- 
aldson, the pastor of the Fifth Baptist 
ciiurch, of this city. The address was ua 
most able and thoughtful one and appealed 
to the intelligent appreciation of every one 
who heard it. The speaker was frequently 
interrupted by applause. “It is ail right,” 
said he among other things, ‘to carry re- 
ligion into politics, but let us beware how 
we bring politics into religion. As a Chrs- 
tian man I am indifferent to nothing which 
concerns the welfare of my country and no 
man, in my judgment, can be a loyal ser- 
vant of God who is not a patriot.”’ 

Mr. Donaldson advanced two different 
theories of government. One was distinct- 
ively secular and the other distinctively re- 
ligious, In the contemplation of the first 
theory government was essentially a hu- 
man institution, deriving ts existence from 
the authority of men. In the contempla- 
tion of the other it was divine in its origin, 
having God for its supreme ruler and men 
as the agents of His governing power. He 
advocated the adoption of laws whicn 
should be grounded on the scriptures and 
not merely on human ethics.« He deplored 
the fact that God was not recognized in the 
constitution of the United States, when 
prior to the formation of that instrument 
He was recognized in the constitutions of 
the various colonies. He imputed this as a 
fault to the founders of the nation. He 
wanted to see Christian men in office and 
hoped to see the time when Christians 
would predominate and evil men would be 
forced to obey the laws of the land. In 
this way only could Sabbath desecration 
and other vices be effectually removed. He 
closed by citing the famous quotation from 
Mr. Lincoln that a popular government 
would never perish from the earth, but de- 
clared that this was only true on the sup- 
position that the voice of the people was 
the voice of God. 

Several other delegates followed Mr. 
Donaldson and the argument proved to be 
a most instructive and entertaining one. 
The conference adjourned to meet at 7:30 
o’clock in the evening. 

Evils of Secular Government. 

Dr. H. H. George, of Allegheny, P4a., 
delivered one of the strongest and most 
impressive addresses at the Young Men’s 
Christian Association last night that has 
ever been heard in this city. His subject 
was “The Contrast Between Christian and 
Secular Government.’ Before discussing 
the main question he happily introduced 
his lecture with a diagram illustrating 
the sovereignty of God over the nation, 
the church, the family and the individual. 
He argued that if each individual was re- 
sponsible to God he did not surrender 
that responsibility when he became the 
head of a family. New duties were simply 
added. In the same measure his responsi- 
bility continued in the church and in the 
nation. He further argued that the obliga- 
tion to serve God rested as truly upon na- 
tions as it did upon individuals. Dr. 
George discussed the two general theories 
of government, taking first the secular 
and then the Christian. Following out 
the secular theory of government it wouid 
be necessary to discontinue the ceremony 
of offering prayers in congress; to annul 
the statute providing for religious ser- 
vices in the army; to expel the oath from 
courts of justice; to ignore religion in the 
schools, in literature, in history, in daily 
life and conversation and uproot the idea 
of God entirely. He would like to see a na- 
tion run on that theory. He then argued 
that if a nation could not be run on the 
secular theory it ought to be run on the 
Christian thecry, which recognized God as 
the supreme law-giver and men simply 
as the subjects of His kingdom obedient 
to His authority and loyal to the right. 

This is only a mere outline of the lecture, 
which was illustrated with metaphors, 
citations and reminiscences, and held from 
beginning to end the individual attention 
of his hearers. 

At the close of his lecture, which pro-

A GROWING CONDITION. 


A Bright Gentleman Voices the Situa- 
tion in California. 

A letter from one of California’s bright- 
est men was received by Senator Filcher, 
who has charge of the Californid state ex- 
hibit at the exposition, a few days ago, 
which, besides clearly presenting the in- 
dustrial situation in that state, is a model 
piece of composition. The writer says: 

“Assist as many people to California as 
you can, only be sure and send people who 
have money. It makes no difference to 
California on which side of the continent 
a man is if he is broke. ,There is a vast 
number of very poor people here now, 
However nome of them want to do any- 
thing except work for a big railroad com- 
pany on a salary. A large percentage of 
the male population of the state are now 
applicants for clerical positions, while at 
the same time it has been impossible for 
my wife to get a wire screen door fixed 
that has been off its hinges for ten days. 
She has just telephoned to me that the 
carpenter, whom |] have seen three times, 
has not yet come. The fact is,’Friend Fil- 
cher, the American people, under the in- 


_spiration of universal education and uni- 


versal suffrage, are not just now looking 
for work. It is almost impossible to get 
a carpenter in the country, or a bridge 
builder. Up in Copay valley, where there 
is a growing settlement, there is a con- 
stant complaint that they cannot get a me- 
chanic of any kind to do anything. If they 
have to load grain, they cannot get any- 
body to do it But San Francisco is liter- 
ally crowded with people who believe in 
the new socialism—who listen attentively 
to every lecture delivered on the subject 
of how to live without labor. They have 
soarings after the infinite and divings af- 
ter the unfathomable, but not one gon of a 
gun of them wants to work. The city is 
full of people afflicted with self-induced 
and self-imposed poverty, who meet you 
on the streets and ask you if you will be 
so kind as to help a man get a cup of cof- 
fee, but who are not so kind to themselves 
as to get out and unload a carload of coal 
and with the proceeds of their labor buy a 
cup of coffee. Everybody says the times 
are hard, but the theaters are crowded at 
$1.50 a seat. Indeed, we have had a most 
successful theatrical season, notwithstand- 
ing famine, pestilence and war threaten us 
all the time. The probabilities are that 
Cleveland is responsible for this state of 
affairs—at least, I think he shares with 
the Southern Pacific company the reputa- 
tion of being the archdevil of the uni- 
verse. There is not an evil with which 
mankind is afflicted, from bunions to de 
mocracy, that is not charged to the South- 
ern Pacific company, even to the scarcity 
of rain, the prevalence of the north wind 
and the existence of the codling moth. 
Cleveland, however, is latterly coming in 
for his share, and [I therefore look upon 
him as the natural associate, ally and con- 
comitant of the Southern Pacific com- 
pany.”’

Was it not 
through the aid of the women that we 
were able to conquer England? It was 
when Washington was marching on to 
Yorktown, that fierce old battle, that the 
ladies proved their patriotism to our coun- 
try. 

Woman’s Noble Work. 

“There was a grand ball going on the 
night before the battle in Washington city 
and quite a number of the officers of Wash- 
ington’s army were present. It was found 
that the men were deserting their ranks— 
deserting it and going home, for remaining 
meant starvation.

About the Building 

The late Massachusetts building is one of 
the handsomest and most substantial build- 
ings on the grounds. Standing as it does 
on the high eminence to the left of the 
government building, where every one in 
that portion of the ground can see it, it 
presents an imposing spectacle. The build- 
ing is of wood and cost the state $10,000 to 
build it, Its style is that of the old Mas- 
sachusetts residences of the days of the 
revolution. It is an exact reproduction of 
the famous Craigie house, which has a his- 
tory. It was once the home of Henry W. 
Longfellow. In this same house lived also 
Webster, of dictionary fame. 

Its interior finishings are similar to those 
of the home of the poet, even to the loca- 
tion of the rooms. It has the wide ve- 
rands and large windows of the archi- 
tectural style of those days. 3

The Populists Give General Coxey the 
Cold Shoulder,

NO LOVE LOST BETWEEN THEM 


The Delegates to the Populist Conven- 
tion Returned Home Yesterday 
Well Satisfied. 


The delegation of populists which has 
been in Atlanta for several days left the 
city yesterday. 

At 3 o’clock Colonel T. E. Watson left 
over the Georgia railroad for his home in 
Thomson, where he will keep his eye upon 
the campaign, which was begun with the 
Organization of the populist convention 
Tuesday. 

Colonel Watson was in the best of spirits 
yesterday. He was elated at the work ac- 
complished by the convention. During the 
day he was busy shaking hands with his 
political friends who called to see him at 
the office of the People’s Party Paper. He 
Was surrounded by a group of politicians 
all day long and was continually asked 
what he thought of the future campaign. 

“The convention did a good day’s work 
yesterday,’ said Mr. Watson, ‘‘and I am 
proud of the result of the session. One 
thing has been demonstrated and that is 
that we are constantly gaining strength. 
The party is daily becoming stronger and 
we are getting into splendid shape.” 

Colonel Watson was asked why General 
Coxey was snubbed by the convention. 

“Now, I haven't one word to say about 
that matter. If you want to know any- 
thing about our platform or our line of 
work and thought, why I will be pleased 
to talk about it, but General Coxey doesn’t 
figure in anything I have to say.’’ 

He was asked if Coxey was not a popu- 
list. 

“He may be and then again hhe may not 
be. I have heard that he does claim to be 
a populist, but he is very much more pro- 
nounced than are southern populists. He 
has some very extreme ideas.’’ 

Continuing, Colonel Watson said: 

“The work of the conyention was very 
Satisfactory and We are all delighted at 
the prospects. We had new members on 
the floor when the convention was called 
to order and new converts are being daily 
added to our ranks.,”’ 

Judge J. K. Hines, the chairman of the 
populist convention, was also asked what 
of the Coxey snubbing by the convention. 

“I did not know he was snubbed,” re- 
plied Judge Hines. “‘When he was invited 
to make an address it was not known that 
the convention would adjourn so soon. As 
the convention adjourmed before he had an 
opportunity to speak, he decided to deliver 
his address in the courthouse. I don’t sup- 
pose there is any feeling between General 
Coxey and our people. 

“We don’t Know just where Coxey 
Stands,’’ continued Judge Hines. “I have 
heard it said he was a populist, but of 
course I don’t Know, as I have never asked 
him his position.’’ 

“What did you think of General Coxey’s 
speech?” Judge Hines was asked. 

“I didn’t hear it,” he replied. 

Last night the last of the populists who 
have been in attendance upon the conven- 
tion returned home. Many left early 
yesterday morning, but a large number 
remained over and visited the exposition, 
while others made their Christmas pur- 
chases. A number of the delegates were 
about the hotel corridors during the day 
and the politicians had much to say about 
the newly inaugurated campaign.

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A BOOK OF TRAVEL. 


The Southern Pacific Makes an Era in 
Railway Literature by the Publica- 
tion of a Sumptous Book. 


The railway literature of the past de- 
cade has, in some instances, been so sur- 
prisingly good that as examples of bOooK- 
making it has occasoned revolutions in 
the art of printing. 

The passenger department of the South- 
ern Pacific is about to put forth a book 
which will make a distinct advance upon 
anything heretofore achieved, in thés line, 
and which is likely to astonish those con- 
servative people who wonder how costly 
books, especiallly prepared, can be given 
away. The work referred to is entitled 
“Through Storyland to Sunset Seas,’’ and 
was written by H. S. Kneedler. It will be 
issued as a handsome volume of 250 pages, 
printed on enameled paper, made especial- 
ly for the work, and illustrated by 20 
fine half-tone engravings executed in the 
highest style of art. The work contains 
no advertising, except as the narrative 
indirectly advertises the Southern Pacific. 

It is a narrative, largely in dialogue, of 
the journey which four people made over 
the entire Southern Pacific system, and it 
tells cleverly all the things of interest 
which they saw and learned along the 
way. The unpublished romance which at- 
tached to the section of Louisiana trav- 
ersed—the story of the Acadian and tne 
traditions of La Fitte, as well as much 
of romance in family history, are dweil 
upon, together wth anecdotes of the:Texas 
plains and the table lands of Arizona 
and New Mexico, where Indian and Span- 
ish rule have left a legacy of tragic his- 
tory. Then up and down through Califor- 
nia the story takes the reader to every 
point of interest, and as far north as 
Portland, Ore., and out on the Central 
Pacific across the Sierras to Salt Lake. 

The book is the embodiment of careful 
research and it describes all the points 
of interest along the line and tells so 
graphically the story of what is to be 
seen that it is a perfect guide book, 
while at the same time the narrative style 
which has been adhered to takes it out of 
the class of guide books and makes it 
what it really is—a work of travel, and 
one as fascinating to a person who has 
never seen the great southwest or the Par- 
adise of the Pacific coast, as to him who 
has traversed all the region.
